ERSHAD INTERVIEW WITH ARAB DAILY SUMMARIZED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 2 Oct 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Meena, Sept 29:--The Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt. Gen. 

H. M. Ershad has said Bangladesh will encourage investments from Saudi 
Arabia and other Arab countries and extend promotional facilities in this 
regard, reports BSS. 


In an interview with an Arabic language daily AL OKAZ at Arafat he said, 
“Private sector has been given enough opportunities to grow but we have to 
build a bridge of confidence and understanding between the private and 
public sectors". 


Gen. Ershad told his interviewer, “we are working on priority basis to 
revitalise our economy and build up economic infrastructures in the rural 
areas." Such steps would stop influx of rural population to the urban 
areas, he said adding “now the people need not have to come to the towns 
and live at the mercy of the urban people sacrificing their honourable 
identity which they have in their own villages”. 


Replying to a question the CMLA said, the wrong policies of the past had 

caused deterioration to the economy of Bangladesh. High rate of popula- 

tion growth and negligence to the rural areas in the past resulted in the 
influx of rural population to the urban areas. 





Gen. Ershad referred to various reforms undertaken by his Governrenc in 
judicial, administrative and education sectors and said, “we have ‘o stop 
the rural people leaving from their own places and that is why we are 
taking administration to the rural areas to ensure quicker service to them. 
The village will be made centre of all development activities instead of 
present trend of urban-oriented development programmes. 


The CMLA described as “very strong and close” the relations between 
Bangladesh and Saudi Arabia. He praised the leadership of King Fahd and 
said the countries of the Muslim world were sure to come closer and have 
better understanding among themselves for strengthening tie unity of Muslim 
Ummah . 


In this context, Gen. Ershad reminded the holy message of Arafat which 
called for strengthening the Muslim Ummah by consolidating solidarity and 
fraternity among the Muslims world over. 














ican. Ershad thanked the goverament of Saudi Arabia for making good arrange- 
ments of security, movement and welfare of the pilgrims during the Hajj. 

It is really a gigantic task which has been performed very well to the 
satisfaction of all, he was quoted by the paper as saying. 


On the Palestine issue, the CMLA told the paper ‘our policy is very clear; 
we are always with our Palestinian brothers in their just struggle to have 
their own homeland. We should extend all possible help to the Palestine 
movement to achieve their rights.’

ERSHAD TALKS TO PRESS ON RETURN FROM SAUDI ARABIA

{Text} The Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt. Gen. H. M. Ershad returned 
home on Thursday morning from Saudi Arabia where he performed Hajj and had 
“fruitful taixs”" with King Fahd on bilateral economic cooperation and other 
issues reports BSS. 


Talking to reporters at the Airport the CMLA said that during his stay in 
Saudi Arabia he met the Saudi monarch thrice, once formally and apprised 
him of the economic situation of Bangladesh. 


Begum Ershad, the Foreign Minister Mr. A. R. Sham-ud-Doha, Mr Justice 
Bardrul Haider Chowdhury of the Supreme Court, PSO to the Commander-in- 
Chief Maj. Gen. Atiqur Rahman, Vice-Chancellor of the Engineering Univer- 
sity Dr Wahiduddin Ahmed and the Editor of ITTEFAO Mr. Anwar Hossain who 
accompanied the CMLA also returned. 


Gen. Ershad said that the Saudi King expressed his keen interest in the 
economic progress of Bangladesh and had assured all possible assistance 
in this regard. 


The CMLA told a questioner that King Fahd was well acquainted with the 
problems of Bangladesh. He pointed out that there was a commitment of five 
hundred million dollar Saudi assistance. The present Government prepared 
projects worth 120 million dollars for the utilisation of the help. 


He said tuat in the past matching projects were not preparea to utilise the 
Saudi help and that was why the amount of assistance was not disbursed. 
More projects are being prepared to utilise the fund. 


Cen. Ershad said that he had also discussed with King Fahd the question of 
balance of payment problems and bank deposit. ‘We have also discussed 
Iran-Iraq conflict’ and the Saudi monarch agreed with him on the need for 
revival of the Islamic peace mission to put an end to the war. 


Asked if he had discussed with King Fahd regional issues the CMIA said 
"We had gene- lems". [as published] The Saudi monarch he added was keen 
to see our relations with neighbours "friendly". 

















Gen. Ershad said that he had also apprised King Fahd of his coming visit to 
New Delhi. The Saudi monarch expressed the hope that problems between 
Bangladesh and India would be solved bilaterally. 


The CMLA said that he had extended invitation to King Fahd to visit 
Bangladesh which the monarch accepted gladly. 


Paying tributes to King Fahd the CMLA expressed his firm belief that the 
Saudi monarch would be able to lead the Muslim world. 


Gen. Ershad said that several Saudi businessmen met him and expressed their 
eagerness to make investments in Bangladesh where congenial conditions for 
investment were created. 


The CMLA said that during his stay in Saudi Arabia he also met PLO Chairman 
Yaser Arafat, President of Guinea Ahmed Sekou Toure, Maldives President 
Maumoon Abdul Gayyoom and invited them to visit Bangladesh. The PLO chief 
is expected to visit Bangladesh soon he said. 


He said ‘brother Arafat' narrated to him how 7,000 helpless Palestinian and 
Lebanese people including children and women were massacred by Israelis 
in West Beirut. 





Gen. Ershad pointed out that he had reiterated to Arafat Bangladesh's total 
support to the cause of the Palestinians and said Bangladeshi people were 
fighting shoulder to shoulder with their Arab brothers. 


The CMLA said that he came to know from the PLO Chairman that many 
Bangladeshis were injured while fighting the Zionist forces in Beirut and 
many others passing their captive days in Israeli prisons. 


He assured Arafat that many more in Bangladesh were ready to shed more blood 
for the cause of the Palestinian people. 


Gen. Ershad who looked contented said "Hajj gives one more self-confidence 
and unbounded happiness." He said during the Hajj he had realised more 
intimately what the Islamic fraternity is. Two million devotees from various 
parts of the world assembled at Arafat on this holy occasion he added. 


The CMLA said that he had prayed to Allah on behalf of the nine crore people 
of Bangladesh and sought divine blessings for the welfare of the nation and 
consolidation of Islamic brotherhood. 


Gen Ershad said that he had visited Bangladesh Haji camps in Saudi Arabia 
to see for himself the condition of the pilgrims. Eight Hajis died of 
sickness there he added and observed that it was better to check health 
condition before undertaking the trip for pilgrimage. He said there should 
be books in Bengali with all information regarding Hajj in them. 


DCMLA Rear Admiral M. A. Khan and Air Vice-Marshal Sultan Mahumd, Ministers 
and high ranking civil and military official were present at the airport 
to receive Gen. Ershad.

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TEXT OF ERSHAD SPEECH AT 6 OCT DELHI BANQUET 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 7 Oct 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] New Delhi, Oct. 6:--The Chief Martial Law Administrator, Lt. Gen. 
H. M. Ershad expressed his conviction here tonight that both India and 
Bangladesh must be good friends and that ‘we will find honourable and 
equitable solutions to our problems’ reports BSS. 


Speaking at a banquet given in his honour by Indian Prime Minister Mrs 
Indira Gandhi, the CMLA said that the relationship between the two coun- 
tries was not dictated solely by the harsh realities of geography, contem- 
porary history and culture. ‘Essentially, it is influenced by a compulsive 
element of humanism and togetherness--the desire to maintain peace and 
sustain it" he added. 


Referring to his last six months in office, General Ershad said during this 
period he had consistently maintained that ‘our relations should be based 
on goodwill and neighbourliness, on large heartedness and understanding, 
free from pre-independence and inherited inhibitions and firmly established 
on the principles of sovereignty’. 


‘I am convinced that we must be friends--I mean good friends, and it is 
in this spirit that I have come to Delhi, quite confident that by the grace 
of God, we will find honourable and equitable solutions to our problems’. 


General Ershad stressed that exchange of visits between the two close 
neighbours ‘should not only be encouraged but, given the advantages of our 
day and age, made spontaneously routine and informal’. It is through such 
exchanges he said, that we can build up a relationship of trust and coopera- 
tion in a truly pragmatic and candid fashion. 


The CMLA said that during the last six months his Government had undertaken 
the process of nation building with a sense of total commitment. This 
Government, he noted aims to derive the maximum benefit for the people by 
ensuring their rightful participation in Government whose mechanism he 
pointed out ‘must be capable of responding to the need of rural Bangladesh 
quickly and effectively.' He said ‘we have worked hard, and I would like to 
believe that we have in fact already made progress’. 














General Ershad felicitated Mrs Gandhi and her government for being unani- 
mously nominated to host the seventh Non-aligned conference and recalled 
India's pioneering role in the Non-aligned Movement. He reiterated 
Bangladesh's firm commitment to the principles of non-alignment as much as 
are committed to the Charter of the United Nations. He hoped that India 
will play a positive and effective role in the years to come towards 
creating conditions of peace and stability. 





Condemming the recent Israeli aggression and barbarism in Lebanon, the CMLA 
said that his country would continue to lend its strongest support for the 
Palestine brethren in their demand for independent homeland. In this con- 
text he also commended that Arab peace plan announced recently at Fez and 
fully endorsed Saudi King Fahd's appeal to international community to 
assist the rehabilitation of borch the Palestinian and Lebanese people. 


On the Gulf war between Iraq and Iran, the CMLA said that both the good 
offices committee of the Non-Aligned Movement and the Islamic Conference 
Peace Commission should jointly continue their search for a peaceful 
settlement of the conflict. 


Text of Speech 


Your Excellency, Prime Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi, Excellencies, Ladies 
and Gentlemen. 


My wife and I are greatly honoured by the gracious and hospital welcome 
accorded to us and the members of our delegation. We thank you for your 
kind references to our country and our people on whose behalf I convey to 
you and the people of India our warmest greetings, 


Excellency, 


Bangladesh is now in her twelfth year of independence. These have not been 
easy years and, quite honestly, we still have difficult years ahead of 

us. It is a reality which I would submit, the people of Bangladesh are 
learning to face with courage, determination and a maturity born out of 
sacrifice and suffering. During the six months since this government 
assumed office, we have therefore undertaken the process of nation build- 
ing with a sense of total commitment. This government aims to derive the 
maximum benefit for our people by ensuring their rightful participation in 
government whose mechanism must be capable of responding to the needs of 
rural Bangladesh quickiy and effectively. We have worked hard and I would 
like to believe that we have, in fact, already made progress. The corner- 
stone of our policy is to achieve administrative decentralisation--to take 
the government to the people, and it is to this end that we have decided 
to transform that famous post-colonial and far flung outpost, the Thana, 
into the basic unit of administration from where we can directly take our 
development efforts to the 68,000 villages of Bangladesh. 








Excellency, 





I wouldhave liked to avail the opportunity of this visit to share with you 
and the people of India at length the work we have done, and are doing in 
Bangladesh in the fields of agriculture, industrial and economic develop- 
ment as a whole, judicial reforms, educational and social welfare, health 
and population control; and towards mobilising both our not insubstantial 
natural and human resources; towards improving our system of communications 
in a manner which will open the way for the ninety million people of our 
country to strive towards greater self-reliance and towards building a 
society free from hunger and deprivation. I do not have the time to do so, 
but warmly welcome you and the leaders of India to see for yourselves the 
enormous problems we face, and the dedicated efforts being made by our 
people to solve these difficult problems in what are perhaps the most 
adverse and neglected conditions in the subcontinent. By the Grace of God, 
we propose to overcome these difficulties and pave the way for a brighter 
future, hopefully in our own lifetime. 


I find it easy to describe our efforts and surroundings to you because you 
yourselves have set an outstanding example in numerous fields of develop- 
mental work and a programme of austerity. India can be justly proud of her 
highly cumulative experience in becoming a grain surplus economy, one of 
the largest industrialised nations in the world and a net exporter of 
technology. Your experience can contribute greatly towards regional 
cooperation for development in South Asia, and I am pleased to say that the 
forum in which seven countries of this region have so far participated 
during the last two years has already progressed to an extent where we may 
soon be able to meet at the political level to expand even further those 
areas of understanding and cooperation which we have together identified, 
and which involve over eight hundred million people. What better way to 
promote peace? And Excellency, how can we undertake any development effort 
for our people whatsoever without peace? 


I would humbly submit that the relationship between our two countries is 

not dictated solely by the harsh realities of geography, contemporary history 
and culture. Essentially, it is influenced by a compulsive element of 
humanism and togetherness--the desire to maintain peace and sustain it. 
During our six months in office I have consistently maintained that our 
relations should be based on goodwill and neighbourliness, on large hearted- 
ness and understanding, free from pre-independence and inherited inhibitions, 
and firmly established on the principles of sovereignty. Excellency I am 
convinced that we must be friends--I mean, good friends and it is in this 
spirit that I have come to Delhi quite confident that by the Grace of God, 

we will find honourable and equitable solutions to our problems. 


Excellency, 


I take this opportunity of felicitating you and your government on being 
unanimously nominated to host the Seventh Conference of the Non-aligned 
Movement. It is only befitting that you should do so in the context of 
India's pioneering role in the movement and the great contributions which 

















your late revered father, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru and later you yourself 
have made towards maintaining and securing the principles and objectives of 
Non-alignment. We in Bangladesh are firmly committed to Non-alignment as 
much as we are committed to the Charter of the United Nations. We believe 
that this movement is a dynamic force which can effectively stabilise the 
current dangerous trend of tension areas rapidly proliferating through 
polarisation at the global level. I have no doubt that India will play a 
positive and effective role in the years to come towards creating condi- 
tions of peace and stability particularly in those areas where war and 
aggression not only continue to take a heavy toll of life and property 

but also perpetuate the violation of territorial integrity of Non-aligned 
States. 



















The recent events in Lebanon exemplify such a violation in all its aspects 
and I am sure that the people of India and Bangladesh are one when we say 
how shocked we are to witness in this day and age naked aggression and 
barbarism committed by a so-called member state of the United Nations. 

Not only has Israel flouted all principles of the UN Charter but she is 
responsible for continuing this aggression in full view of the international 
community. We commend the Arab Peace Plan recently announced at Fez and 
fully endorse His Majesty Fahd bin Abdul Aziz's appeal to the international 
community to assist in the rehabilitation of both the Palestinian and 
Lebanese people. We will continue to lend our strongest support for our 
Palestinian brethren in their demand for an independent homeland. Like 
yourselves, we believe that there can be no lasting peace till the rights 
of the Palestinian people are recognised and their future guaranteed and 
secured by the international community. 





































The Gulf War is a tragedy for all of us. Both the Good Offices Committee 
of the Non-aligned and the Islamic Conference Peace Commission of which our 
respective countries are members should in my opinion jointly continue 
their search for a peaceful settlement of this conflict which has already 
taken so many lives and has caused so much grief and deprivation to even 
those who are not directly involved in the war. I am sure that the leaders 
of both Iran and Iraq want peace and I can only hope that we can together 
exert all our efforts to bring the way to an end as early as possible. 


Excellency, as host designate to both the next Summit Conference of the 
Non-aligned and of the next Commonwealth Heads of Government you and your 
government carry a heavy burden arising out of conflicts such as the ones 

I have referred to; out of injustices such as exist in the wholly unreason- 
able prolongation of the Namibian crisis; out of unresolved issues such as 
the Global Round of Negotiations reflecting social and economic anomalies 
and inequalities affecting mostly the Least Developed Countries I assure 
you of our maximum cooperation in these and all other issues which confront 
us. 


Excellency in the final analysis we must dare to create a world as it should 
be--where those who are hungry are fed, where those who are poor escape the 
degradation of want,where restraint among nations and peaceful settlement 
of disputes is a pervasive substitute for confrontation and violence and 








where the walls of racism and colonialism, dominance and hegemony, mistrust 
and antagonism are pulled down once and for all in the undoubted recognition 
of our interdependence and the fact that the future of each of our nations 
depends upon the cooperation of all of our nations. 





It is my firm conviction that visits such as this between two close neigh- 
bours should not only be encouraged but given the advantages of our day and 
age, made spontaneously routine and informal. It is through such exchanges 
that we can build up a relationship of trust and cooperation in a truly 
pragmatic and candid fashion. I take this opportunity to renew my invita- 
tion to Your Excellency to visit Bangladesh next year and to state that we 
are eagerly looking forward to the visit and hope that it will take place 
soon. 


Excellencies, Ladies and Gentlemen may I now request you to join me in a 
toast: 


--to the health, happiness and long life of Her Excellency the Prime 
Minister of India; 


--to the continued peace, progress and prosperity for the friendly people 
of India;

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PLANS TO IMPROVE CHITTAGONG, TRIBAL WELFARE TOLD 


Chittagong Committee Meeting 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 4 Oct 82 p 1 
[Text] A meeting of the Council Committee on Chittagong Hill Tracts was 


held in Dacca on Sunday with the Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt. Gen. 
H. M. Ershad in the chair reports BSS. 





The meeting decided to draw a comprehensive plan for construction of office 
and residential buildings in the thana headquarters in Chittagong Hill 
Tracts districts to be taken up under the administrative reorganisation 
scheme. 


Similar piuns will be drawn up for the thana headquarters to be developed 
under the same scheme in other parts of the country. 





The committee meeting which discussed in general the progress of develop- 
ment works in the Hill Tracts districts decided that a separate scheme be 
drawn up for sinking and resinking of deep tubewells in these districts to 
meet the requirement of drinking water. 


The meeting also decided to create a cell in the Establishmer: Division to 
expedite the posting of officers for filling in the vacant posts in the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts. 


It recommended that Cabinet Ministers should visit these districts to see 
the progress of development work there. 


The meeting was informed that work on the construction of seven thana 
health centres in Hill Tracts districts is in progress. The construction 
of a 50-bed hospital at Ramgarh is under active consideration of the govern- 
ment . 


The meeting was also informed that 1 500 landless Jhumia families will be 
rehabilitated in the unclassified state forest during the next two years. 
Of these 178 families have already been rehabilitated and 122 more will 
be settled this year. 
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The Forest Departmert has another scheme for raising pulp in unclassified 


state forest land urder which 840 affected Jhumia families will be rehabili- 


tated.

SCANDINAVIAN STATES GRANT AID FOR RURAL UPLIFT

[Text] The Swedish Ambassador Mr. Peder Hammarskjold, the Danish Charge 
d'Affaires Mr. Jene Ege, head of Norad Mission Mr. Helge Svenson and head 
of Swedish Development Co-operation Mr. Rolf H. Lickfett on Wednesday met 
the Minister for Local Government Mr. Mahbubur Rahman at his office chamber 
in the Secretariat reports BSS. 


The heads of the Nordic Embassies and Missions came in connection with the 
involvement of Nordic countries like Sweden, Denmark and Norway in the 
implementation of 100-thana Intensive Rural Works Programme sponsored by the 
Local Government Ministry. 


Welcoming the visitors the Minister said that the present government attached 
topmost priority to the development of rural areas and rural people. 


The Nordic countries so far committed Taka 32 crore for an initial period of 
three years for development of rural infrastructure like roads, small irriga- 
tion and drainage facilities, development of rural markets and construction 
of thana and UP offices and community centres. The programme will involve 
an expenditure of about Taka 500 crore in 100 thanas within the next eight 
years. 


The Swedish Ambassador stated that his country is thankful to the Government 
of Bangladesh by being able to participate in the rural development of the 
country through Intensive Rural Works Programme (IRWP) and his country would 
find this opportunity to expand the programme in a bigger way. In this con- 
text he had mentioned the need for integration and proper cooperation between 
different agencies involved in the rural works more specifically between 
food for works and rural works. He then mentioned government's commitment 
in this respect in the Aid Consortium meeting held in Paris in April 1982. 
He also emphasised on the proper organisational capability of the rural 
works programme so that it can handle larger investment in rural works 
forthcoming through IRWP. 


The Minister informed the Ambassador that this Ministry would co-ordinate 
the local development activities through the local bodies with the par- 
ticipation of local people and as such the food for works and rural works 
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will be integrated with each other with the food input from the Ministry of 
Food. 


The Minister also informed that a radical re-organisation has been made to 
the existing ad-hoc temporary establishment of works programme by elevating 
it to a full fledged works programme wing which will ensure proper imple- 
mentation of rural works. 


He further stated that the works programme wing will ensure proper accounta- 
bility, define job responsibilities and establish proper chain of command 
amongst the officers and staff of the wing for efficient implementation of 
the programme. 


Under the changed circumstances works would be taken up solely on its merit 
and developmental orientation and will not get preference on political con- 
sideration. The Minister also assured that the works programme wing would 
facilitate proper implementation of the works and would help in expanding 
the programme further. 


The representative of the three countries felt very encouraged to know the 
recent efforts & endeavours made in the government in organising the rural 
works into sound organisational footing and also having commitment of this 
Ministry in intensifying the rural development activities at the grass- 
root level. The representatives also informed the Minister that their 
respective countries would look forward for greater co-operation and 
participation in funding the Intensive Rural Works Programme in Bangladesh.

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ENVOY SPEAKS IN 8 OCT UNGA DEBATE ON LEBANON

[Text] United Nations, Oct. 8:--Bangladesh told the General Assembly last 
night that the latest Israeli holocaust in Lebanon had rendered the Middle 
East more explosive than ever before, reports IINA. 





Speaking in the general debate, Permanent Representative Khwaja Wasiuddin 
expressed his country's abhorrence over the massacre of a large number of 
innocent Palestinians and said that the situation in the troubled region 
posed a serious threat to international peace and security. 


This was due to Israel's persistent denial of the inalienable rights of the 
Palestinian people he said. Bangladesh viewed the question of Palestine as 
the core of the Middle East problem. 


There would be no peace unless the Palestinian people exercised their 
legitimate right to return to their homeland and their right to self- 
determination and established a state of their own under the leadership of 
the PLO, their legitimate representative Mr. Wasiuddin said, adding Israel 
should withdraw completely from all territories occupied since 1967. 


Bangladesh chief delegate was distressed at the continuing conflict between 
Iran and Iraq which Bangladesh as a member of the Islamic Peace Committee 
had tried to resolve peacefully. He appealed to both countries to stop 

the armed conflict and resolve the differences through peaceful means. 


Equally disheartening were the still unresolved crises in Afghanistan and 
Kampuchea, he said calling for withdrawal of all foreign troops from those 
countries, so that the people there could determine their own destiny 
without outside intervention. 


Referring to the Namibia issue, he appreciated the sustained mediatory 
efforts of the five Western powers in evolving an agreement on Namibia's 
transition to independence.

NEW GUILDELINES FOR FOREIGN EXCHANGE CREDIT ANNOUNCED 


Dhaka THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 15 Oct 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Bangladesh bank on Thursday announced a set of new guidelines for 
commercial credit in foreign exchange. 


The guidelines, a Bangladesh Bank Press release said, would help interested 
parties to submit only deserving proposals to Bangladesh Bank with appro- 
priate documentation in a manner that would enable Bangladesh Bank to 
process these proposals expeditiously. 


Proposals for loans on commercial terms would now be received by the Exchange 
Control Department (Controller of Foreign Exchange) of Bangladesh Bank 

which would scrutinise these proposals in the light of Government policy 

and process it further for decision by the Standing Committee on Hard Term 
Loans. 





It may be recalled that this Standing Committee on Hard Term Loans headed 
by the Finance Minister was set up sometime back to consider and decide 
proposals for loans on commercial terms keeping in view the overall foreign 
Exchange debt service burden of the Government and prudent management of 
debts. 


Various issues and matters connected with consideration of such commercial 
loans by the Government are set out below for information and guidance 
of all concerned: 


Loan proposals on commercial terms can be initiated by any public sector 
agency or by the private sector. These proposals generally comprise sup- 
plier's credit/buyer's credit provided by official export credit agencies 
of various countries, commercial banks and other financial institutions or 
private funds. Ordinarily loans with medium term maturity of 1 to 12 years 
or effective interest rate of 5% and above would be considered as loan on 
commercial terms. These loans can be used for setting up industries both 
in public and private sector or could be used for procurement of equipment, 
ships, etc. or could be general purpose loans provided to the Government. 
Terms and conditions of loans of official export credit agencts are gener- 
ally standard and, therefore, proposals for such loans can be processed 
expeditiously provided the loan proposal is supported by commitment from 
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the official export credit agency concerned. In case where such export 
credit agency wants guarantee from the Government of Bangladesh Bank, then 
such loan has to be routed through one of the two development financial 
institutions viz BSB/BSRS which will act on behalf of the Government and 
arrange for necessary local security against the loan. 


In case of other institutional loans or loans from private sources normally 
no guarantee from the Government or Bangladesh Bank will be issued. In 
such cases the users of the loans should make appropriate arrangement 
through their banks for providing guarantee to the foreign leaders. 
Bangladesh Bank can at best assure or guarantee that foreign exchange cover 
will be provided according to the approved repayment schedule on receipt of 
local counterpart Taka. In case where Government itself or Bangladesh Bank 
is the borrower, guarantee by Bangladesh Bank or the Government can be 
provided through appropriate instrument; but no guarantee from any foreign 
bank will be provided. The terms and conditions of the loan envisaged 
above would suggest that the projects/purposes for which the loans would be 
used should be either foreign exchange earning or import saving or of high 
national priority, so that the foreign exchange loans can be repaid from 
the foreign exchange earning or saving of the concerned project. In case 
of loans from financial institutions or private sources, rate of interest 
could be either fixed or linked with LIBOR or prime lending rate.

DACCA DELEGATE ADDRESSES GROUP OF 77 MEETING 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 11 Oct 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] New York, Oct. 10: Bangladesh has decided to host next year one of 
the Group-77 expert meetings as a step to back the commitment of the Group, 
Industries and Commerce Minister Mr Shafiul Azam said here on Thursday, 
reports BSS. 


Addressing a ministerial meeting of the Group, he said, Bangladesh would set 
up a special inter-ministerial unit on the activities of economic coopera- 
tion for developing countries (ECDC). Its work would be periodically 
reviewed at the highest level. 


Mr Azam called for close coordination among the member countries and evolving 
an effective negotiating strategy to maintain and promote the interests of 
the Group during the current session of the General Assembl;. 


Describing the deterioration in the current international economic environ- 
ment as ‘unprecedented and alarming’ the Minister observed that for the 
first time the developing countries had registered a negative growth rate. 


He told the meeting that various factors including decline in the export, 
increasing cost of imports, and soaring inflation had pushed the developing 
countries, particularly the least developing nations to the ‘brink of eco- 
nomic collapse.' 


Mr Azam pointed out that the export price of jute and jute goods, which 
collectively make up 85 per cent of the country's exports, was today in 
real terms lower than they had been in the past 30 years. 


Referring to the recently formed International Jute Organisation (1J0) 

the Minister expressed the hope that it would help improve conditions for 
jute exports which was of vital importance for a number of countries inclu- 
ding Bangladesh. 


The Minister pointed out that the flow of assistance for the least developed 
countries had failed to reach anywhere near the target envisaged in the 
programme. ‘In reality it has declined resulting in increasing the burden 
and hardship on our already weak and depressed economies.' 
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Expressing concern at the food situation in the developing countries, par- 
ticularly in the least developed countries, the Minister regretted that no 
progress was made towards establishment of a world food security system. 
"Neither have we been able to establish a food security system of our own 
among the developing countries", he said. 





Mr Azam told the meeting that Bangladesh noted with growing concern the 
steady decline of multilateral institutions and multilateral programmes. 
‘We are particularly distressed by the erosion of authority and responsi- 
bilities of the UN specialised agencies’ he pointed out. 


The Group 77, he said, must do everything in its power to defend the UN 
system and reverse this unfortunate decline in multilateral assistance.

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REPORT ON REORGANIZATION COMMITTEE MEETING

[Text] A meeting of the National Implementation Committee for Administra- 
tive Reorganisation/Reform (NICAR) was held in Dhaka on Thursday. The 
meeting was presided over by the Chairman of the Committee, Rear-Admiral 
M. A. Khan psn, DCMLA and CNS and Minister for Communications. All the 
members of the Committee attended the meeting, says an official announce- 
ment. 

















It may be mentioned that the Government has decided to accord priority to 
the upgradation of Thanas over the Sub-Divisions in the first phase and 
has already selected 45 Thanas for the purpose. These Thanas will be 
functional with the new set up from November 7 this year. 




















In accordance with the administration re-organisation recommendations the 
new Thana set up will have a Thana Parishad to be headed by an elected 
Chairman. There will be a Thana Commissioner (TC) of the level of SDO/ADC 
under whom there will be 11 functional head officers of different Minis- 
tries. Judiciary will remain independent. 


Thana Commissioner will have dual fuctions of regulatory and development 
duties. Officers of required experience and length of service have been 
posted to the upgraded thanas to conform to the Government decision to make 
Thana as the basic unit of administration and development. There will be 
a Magistrate and eventually also a Munsiff in each Thana for quick disposal 
of civil and criminal cases. 


Upgrading of Thanas will be the first step of implementing the Government's 
commitment to take administration and justice closer to the people. Neces- 
sary fund is also being allocated for construction of different Thana com- 
plexes including offices and quarters, plans for which are under process of 
finalisation. 


The following aspects were also discussed in the meeting: 


(a) Finalisation of the organisational set up of Thana with the supporting 
staff. 








(b) Identification of the charter of duties of different Thana level offi- 
cers and their relationship with the Parishad. 


(c) Power of taxation of Thana Parishad (TP). 


Thanas so far selected for upgrading in the first phase are: Singair, 
Baidder Bazar and Raypura of Dhaka district; Sadarpur and Pangsha of 
Faridpur district; Sarishabari and Dewanganj of Jamalpur district; Ishwarganj, 
Gaffargaon and Kendua of Mymensingh district; Mirzapur of Tangail district; 
Gournadi, Bakerganj and Mothbaria of Barisal district; Sailakupa of Jessore 
district; Moralganj, Paikgacha and Shayamnagar of Khulna district;

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DEPUTY ADMINISTRATOR DISCUSSES ELECTRIFICATION PLANS 
Dhaka THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 13 Oct 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Sayestaganj (Sylhet) Oct. 12:--The government is determined to 
implement rural electrification programme throughout the country by 
1995, Deputy Chief Martial Law Administrator Air Vice Marshal Sultan 
Mahmud said here today reports BSS. 


He said the initial investment for the execution of the programme at the 
present money-value will be around Taka 2100 crore with a foreign exchange 
component of Taka 1400 crore. 


The DCMLA who is in charge of the Ministry of Energy and Mineral Resources 
was speaking at the energisation ceremony of Sylhet Palli Bidyut Samity 
(PBS)-1. Rural Electrification Board (REB), the executing agency for the 
programme, has drawn up a 17-year master plan to develop an infrastructure 
of total electrification of the country in five phases. 


Brig. Sabihuddin Ahmed, Chairman, R.E.B. and Syed Mohammad Shahiahan, 
President of the samity also spoke on the occasion. 


Air Vice Marshal Sultah Mahmud said the rural electrification programme 
has the potentialities for building a strong economic infrastructure of 
the country adding the government was promise-bound to develop the socio- 
economic base of rural Bangladesh. 


While highlighting the role of rural electrification in the backdrop of 
total national development the DCMLA said, electrification was not only an 
important element of infrastructure, but a precondition for development. 
The government has given priority on rural electrification for accelerating 
the pace of development the Air Vice Marshal added. 


Referring to the administrative reorganization, the DCMLA observed that 
distribution of power through palli bidyut samity was a significant and 
far-reaching step in the decentralisation process. He said the programme 
of the samity was a fine example of self-reliance of self-administration. 
He hoped the hard and sincere labour of samity members will not be confined 
alone in the economic development but would bring about a planned peaceful 
and bountiful change in the whole socio-economic pattern. 




















Ox. the question of crores of Taka being invested in the various samitys, the 
energy minister said the main objective of this huge investment was to change 
the lot of rural people. He called upon the local people to come forward 
and invest in industry and agriculture as soon as they get electricity. 


The DCMLA said the government was aware of the hardship the people are 
facing because of high cost of diesel and kerosene. He said the programme 
of rural electrification will continue to get priority to mitigate the 
sufferings of the commonmen. With people's total support the programme 
will be executed at the earliest possible time the DCMLA added. 





The Minister thanked the people and the Government of the United States for 
their financial suppozt for implementing the project. 


Chairman of the Rural Electrification Board Brig. Sabihuddin Ahmed said in 
over two years’ time after the first samity was energised nearly one lakh 
houses were electrified. He said Taka 438 crore will be spent in five 
years ending next year enabling 125 thanas to get electricity. He said 
till now the Board has erected 3200 miles of distribution line against 
Power Development Board's distribution line of over 11 thousand miles. 


Terming the enthusiasm of the consumers as “very good" Brig. Sabihuddin 
said we want to bring about a “revolution through rural electrification."

INDIAN HIGH COMMISSIONER CLARIFIES POSITION ON RIVERS 
Dhaka THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 13 Oct 82 p 8 


[Text] Following is the full text of the Press release issued by Indian 
High Commission in Dhaka on Tuesday, reports BSS. 


"There has been some unnecessary speculation and comment in sections of the 
Bangladesh media based on an incorrect report in a local newspaper to the 
effect that India had declared nine rivers, including the Ganga and the 
Brahmaputra, which are common to India and Bangladesh, as "national 
rivers”. 


The correct facts are explained below: "In India, inland water transport 
comes under the purview of the state governments which normally administer 
and undertake development schemes relating to routes within their respective 
territories. This naturally gives rise to problems in undertaking adequate 
measures for improvement and of co-ordination and standardisation with 
respect to important inland water transport routes on major rivers which 
traverse more than one state. There have, therefore, been proposals from 
time to time to declare such major interstate inland water transport routes 
as “national waterways" ac provided for in the Indian Constitution, similar 
to the "national highway" system covering important inter-state roads for 
which the Central Government is directly responsible. On October 6, 1982, 

a Bill to declare the Allahabad-Haldia stretch of the Ganga-Bhagirathi- 
Hooghly river as a “national waterway" was unanimously approved in the 
Indian Lok Sabha. While welcoming the Bill, several members of Parliament 
suggested that various other major river systems in India like the Narmada, 
Godavari, Krishna and Tapti also be declared as national waterways. The 
Indian Minister of State for Shipping and Transport, Mr Sita Ram Kesori, 

who piloted the Bill, assured the members that the Government would carefully 
consider the demand. 
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METRIC SYSTEM TO BE IMPLEMENTED BY 1 JAN 1983 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 8 Oct 82 pp l, 8 


[Text] A number of organisations and undertakings including all private 
trade and commerce are required to introduce the Metric System of weights 
and measures on January 1 next year according to a Gazette notification 
issued on September 11 last, reports BSS. 


These organisations and undertakings are (1) Directorate of Food, (2) 

Cable Industries, (3) Bangladesh Biman Corporation, (4) Trading Corporation 
of Bangladesh, (5) Metrology Department, (6) all research organisations and 
(7) all private trade and commerce. 


According to the provisions of the Standards of Weights and Measures Ordi- 
nance 1982, no weight or measure other than those in the Metric System can 
be used in respect of these organisations and undertakings after the expiry 
of six months from January 1. Accordingly, this transition period of six 
months will expire on June 30 next year during which the new system of 
weights and measures will have to be introduced compulsorily. 


There is, however, no bar in introducing the new system in any organisation 
or undertaking before the date fixed by the government for the purpose. 

The new system can be introduced beforehand according to the convenience 

of the organisations and undertakings. 


It may also be mentioned here that the Government had earlier fixed July l, 
1982 as the date for introducing the Metric System in the pharmaceutical 
industries. As such the transition period of six months in respect of the 
pharmaceutical industries will expire on December 31 next. 


The Standards of Weights and Measures Ordinance 1982 provides for penalty 

for use of non-standard weights or measures after the expiry of the transi- 
tion period. Whoever uses any weights and measures or makes any numeration 
other than in accordance with the standards of weights or measures prescribed 
by the Government shall be punished with imprisonment for terms which may 
extend to six months or with fine which may extend to one thousand taka, and 
for the second offence, with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two 
years and also with fine. 
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In this connection may be mentioned that enough weights (masses) in Metric 
system are available with the authorised manufacturers. Such manufacturers 
are manufacturing and selling weights according to specifications prescribed 
by the Bangladesh Standards Instituton. Beside, these are also available 
with the dealers in the local markets and in the Bangladesh Standards Insti- 
tution, 3 DIT (Extension) Avenue, Motijheel Commercial Area, Dhaka-2. 


All traders and others concerned have been advised to acquire Metric weights 


and measures immediately and contribute to smooth and timely introduction 
of the new system in the country. 
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BANKS PLAN MOVE TO OFFSET EFFECTS OF RECESSION

[Text] The nationalised commercial banks of the country plan a major thrust 
to help generate economic activities in the rural and housing sectors. The 
measure is designed to off-set the adverse effects of economic recessiun 
owing to national and global factors, said the Governor of Bangladesh Bank, 
Mr Nurul Islam, in an interview with the TIMES. 


Underlining the effects of recession now prevailing, he said it even 
restricted positive effects of credit operations by the banks calling for a 
new shift in this policy. 


Elaborating, he said the poor performance of the overall economy during the 
past fiscal year (1981-82), when the growth rate was almost nil, had 
aggravated the unemployment situation. 


Negative growth in the agriculture sector (2.2 per cent), which contributes 
54 per cent towards the national income and employs 75 per cent of the labour 
force, severely handicapped a vast chain of economic activities that resulted 
from purchase, sale, processing, and transport of agricultural produces. 


The growth in the industries sector was much less than the preceding year, 
while the trade and transport sectors also recorded negative growth. 


In such a situation, the Bangladesh Bank Governor said the banks could do 
very little for those sectors which could not market their produces due to 
recession. The banks also cannot generate economic activities by themselves. 


Although the rate of inflation came down globally during the past year, 
international economic growth had not been encouraging. Bangladesh thus 
continued to face adverse terms of trade, and export earnings did not mark 
an increase. The demand for our exports was also slack Mr Nurul Islam said. 


Anti-inflationary Steps 


Some anti-inflationary measures, like opportunities for declaring untaxed 
income, vigorous drive for collection of taxes, and various government 
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fees and bills during past one year had a salutary effect and the rate of 
inflation came down from more than 10 per cent to slightly more than 7 
per cent. 


The Bangladesh Bank Governor said that the declaration of Taka 273 crore 
untaxed income had reduced the quantity of floating money. The permission 
to invest such money in industries could have a favourable impact on produc- 
tion, and would be good for the economy as a whole. 


Unemp loyment 


The rate of unemployment was soaring in countries like Bangladesh which now 
were experiencing about 20 per cent unemployment rate. 


The drive against smuggling, corruption, and other undue practices would 
have positive impact on the economy in the long run. However, for the moment 
these contributed to the reduction of some activities thus adding more 

heads in the list of unemployed people. 





Rural Credit 


Mr Nurul Islam said that against such a backdrop the commercial banks of 
the country had been instructed to substantially increase rural credit. 
This was meant for boosting non-agricultural rural economic activities 
like viable cottage industries, handicrafts etc. 


The Bangladesh Bank Governor could not mention the exact quantum of money 
to be pumped into the rural sector, but said it would be "substantial". 

The aim was to compensate the slump in growth in other sectors, and also to 
help raise the production of goods and services which are in good demand 

to meet our needs, he said. 


Housing Sector 


In the housing sector which registered 4 per cent growth during the 
1981-82 fiscal year, the banks would contribute more than Taka 80 crore to 
the House Building Finance Corporation to help expand its activities in a 
bigger way. 


The Bangladesh Bank Governor hoped that expansion of activities in the rural 
and the housing sectors would help to ease the unemployment to some extent. 
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WORLD BANK UNHAPPY WITH BANGLADESH BANK PERFORMANCE 
Dhaka THE NEW NATION in English 14 Oct 82 p 1 


[Text] The bad performance of the Bangladesh Shilpa Bank (BSB), entrusted 
with the task of industrialisation with the foreign assistance has generated 
concern among the donor agencies including the World Bank. 


The World Bank is learnt to have registered its dissatisfaction by asking 
the BSB to refrain from receiving applications for loans against new indus- 
trial projects. But it has promised disbursement of credit for the already 
sanctioned projects. 


In an appraisal of the performance of the BSB the World Bank observed that 
the financial institution was not worth of getting credit, in any way as it 
had failed to substantially contribute to the growth of a viable private 
industrial sector. 


The organisational flaws, defective policies and irrational procedures were 
mentioned as reasons for the failure of the BSB to rise up to its task. 


Cash flow problems faced by the BSB due to its institutional difficulties 
have stood in the way of its debt servicing and meeting its commitment to the 
projects already sanctioned. 


It is learnt that many of the BSB approved projects have not sprung up in 
spite of the disbursement of its loan commitment to them. Consequently, the 
list of the BSB-approved projects has kept on becoming long, but the growth 
of industrial sector has remained spectacularly slow. 


The International Development Agency (IDA), an affiliate of the World Bank, 
provides bulk of the credit received by the BSB from different foreign 
donors. 


It was suggested by the World Bank to conduct a thorough-going study of the 
situation prevailing in the financial institution with a view to working out 
ways and means to rectify its institutional and procedural defects. But the 
study should be undertaken by a consultant acceptable to the IDA. 
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Immediate appointment of a managing director and three general managers has 
also been suggested by the World Bank. At present the BSB is managed by 
an acting managing director. Following the withdrawal of the World Bank's 
financial support for the BSB from this week it is likely that 50 per cent 
of the appraiser staffs will be transferred to loan recovery section, a 


source said.

JUTE, TEXTILE MILLS BACK TO OWNERS IN DECEMBER 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 2 Oct 82 p 1 


[Text] A special meeting of the Consultative Committee for Ministry of 
Industry and Commerce was held in Dacca on Friday with the Chief Martial 
Law Administrator Lt. Gen. H. M. Ershad in the chair reports BSS. 


The meeting which reviewed the country's export import and industrial poli- 
cies decided that the jute mills and the textile mills belonging to the 
Bangladeshi nationals be returned to their owners by December 16 next. 


It was suggested in the meeting that incentives for export be further aug- 
mented to achieve the current year's target of export and the procedures 
for import of raw materials for export-oriented industries be simplified. 
Customs rules should have to be rationalised to ensure their easy availa- 
bility it pointed out. 


The meeting suggested that necessary measures be taken to strengthen stock 
exchange to attract domestic and foreign investments. 


Other suggestions included provision for easy and cheap transportation 
facilities to gear up economic activities and ensuring security and stability 
of industrial investment through appropriate policy measures. 


The CMLA gave a patient hearing to the suggestions made by the members of 
the committee and disclosed that appropriate action has already been 
initiated. 


He reminded the officials that the decisions taken by the Government should 
be implemented promptly by the functionaries of the Government organisations 
and agencies at the field level. 


He gave the directive that heads of different government agencies should 
start consultations with representative group of trade commerce and indus- 
try for ensuring effective implementation of policies already adopted by 
the government on import export industry trade and tariff. 


General Ershad informed the meeting that during his stay in Saudi Arabia 
where he went to perform Hajj he had meetings with Saudi industrialists 
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and business community. They showed keen interest in undertaking joint 
ventures in Bangladesh. 


He said possibilities of joint ventures in Bangladesh with participation of 
Saudi investors may be explored particularly in the field of food and fruit 
processing and canning industries. 


The Chairman of the Consultative Committee Industries and Commerce Minister 
Shafiul Azam, other members of the Committee, leading businessmen and 
industrialists and top executives of commercial banks were also present at 
the meeting.

RAILWAY EARNINGS INCREASE, SECURITY IMPROVES 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 2 Oct 82 ppl, 8 


[Text] The Railway Administration has attained a significant improvement 
in all branches of operation with the active participation,hard work and 
dedication of its employees since promulgation of Martial Law according to 
a Press release in Dacca on Friday night reports BSS. 


Refuting an allegation published in a Bengali daily in its September 28 
issue the Press release said that the particulars mentioned “give an errone- 
ouse and misleading picture of the existing stage of improved law and order 
and crime rate in the trains" and at stations of Bangladesh Railway. 


The paper in the article had stated that the crime on board the trains has 
increased during the last eight months as compared to the same period of 
1981. 


The Railway earnings have increased from Tk 41 crores during the period of 
April to August 1981 to Tk 57 crores during the same period of 1982 showing 
a rise of over 40 per cent the Press release said. The punctuality of 
trains in case of mail and express is 90 per cent as compared to 75 per 
cent in 1981 and punctuality of passenger trains is now 85 per cent com- 
pared to 65 per cent of the previous year. It is expected that the figure 
for the month of September 1982 will still be better; the number of engine 
failures has also been less than the corresponding period of 1981. 








The number of accidents since imposition of Martial Law has been only 55 as 
against “7 during the corresponding period of the last year; most of these 
accidents have occurred due to poor track condition in Rajshahi, Amnura 

and Bagerhat-Rupsa sections where works for track rehabilitation have 
already commenced. 


The Press release said that there has been no dacoity with murder since 
imposition of Martial Law in any of the trains either in East or West Zone 
of the Railway. There has been only one case of killing in the railway 
premises at Sylhet Railway Station. 


In other seven cases dead bodies were found lying on the track after killing 
by accused so as to suggest these were cases of suicide or run over by trains. 
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There have been 24 cases of robbery in the past five months of Martial Law 
as against 18 in the first three months of 1982. There has been an increase 
in the cases of theft numbering 132 registered with the police as opposed 

to 123 such cases in the first three months. 


The Press release pointed out that the rise presumably is due to better 
according and detection of cases of pickpocketing and petty theft. It may 
also be mentioned that there has been no report of poisoning by "Dhutra”™ 

on any train in the period since Martial Law. There have been 1% cases of 
smuggling of which 99 cases have been detected since imposition of Martial 
Law as opposed to total detection of 94 cases in first eight months of last 
year registering a rise of about 30 per cent in the detection of smuggling 
cases. Better detection of smuggling cases shows increased alertness and 
vigilance. It may also be stated here that in number of cases deterrent 
actions have been taken against police personnel whenever any negligence 

or carelessness on their part found. As many as 51 such officials have 
been either dismissed or suspended. The number of culprits apprehended by 
the GRP has shown a substantial improvement. Only in the Chittagong Zone 
as many as 2561 persons has been arrested and sent for trial as against 
only 866 persons apprehended during corresponding period of last year. 





Bangladesh Railway runs every day 350 trains on its system carrying over 
three lacs passengers per day. Thus in each month over ten thousand trains 
have been run carrying over nine million passengers so far in 1982. The 
incidence of dacoity or robbery when compared to number of trains run 
gives a more realistic picture of the law and order situation. Most of 
the thefts and burglaries have occurred in the yards and not on trains. 
The Railway has requisitioned the services of 600 Ansars to augment the 
strength of the normal Railway Police. In this respect a scheme for 
strengthening the Railway Police and streamlining the Railway Nirapatta 
Bahin i have been forwarded to the Cabinet Division for necessary action 
the Press release added. 


Maximum safety and comfort of the passengers is the objective of the present 
Railway Administration which is striving against accumulated backlog of 
neglect and inefficiency to provide travelling public with legitimate and 
rightful facilities the press release observed. 


The Govt has adopted firm policy of taking prompt and effective action against 
incidence of neglect or dereliction in duty. It is hoped that with the 
cooperation of travelling public Bangladesh Railway will be able to provide 
still better record of performance in future the press release said.

[Text] Pakistan will take an additional number of 2,336 stranded Pakistanis 
raising their total to 7,000 a reliable source said. 


A number of fresh clearance from Pakistan were received by the nonlocals 
in the past couple of days. 


However, it is not known how these additional number of people will be 
repatriated. 


The source pointed out that Pakistan had agreed to take 25,000 of its 
citizens at the end of talks between late President Ziaur Rahman and 
Pakistan President Ziaul Huq. 


Of them, about 18,000 were repatriated in 1979 by ship. 


When the talks for repatriation were renewed early this year Pakistan had 
reportedly indicated its willingness to take the remaining 7,000 stranded 
Pakistanis while the negotiation for total repatriation of the stranded 
Pakistanis continued. 





However, Pakistan provided mce to only 4,664 to the surprise of the 
Bangladesh Government offic... who however were optimistic that the 
Pakistan authorities would reverse their decision. 


It may be added that there were about seven lakh nonlocals in Bangladesh. 
Of them, 4,62,000 had enrolled themselves with the International Committee 
of Red Cross for their repatriation to Pakistan. Only 12,2,000 stranded 
Pakistanis could be repatriated till 1974 when the biggest ever transship- 
ment of people under repatriation programme was stopped. 


Meanwhile, the second batch of 192 stranded Pakistanis, including 16 
babies, left Dhaka on Tuesday for Karachi by Bangladesh Biman raising the 
total to 352 Pakistanis and their 42 babies.

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PAPER REPORTS 11 OCT TALKS WITH FRENCH MINISTER 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 12 Oct 82 pp 1, 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Oct. 11.--The Indian and French Defence Ministers today 
reiterated the need for strengthening and expanding defence cooperation 
between their two countries, in terms of the memorandum of understanding 
signed by the two, and to help promote such cooperation as an instrument 
for preserving and promoting the rights of man. 


In their talks at the South Block and later at the Hyderabad House banquet, 
hosted in the French Minister's honour by Mr R. Venkataraman, Indian Defence 
Minister, the leaders emphasized the need for their two countries to build 
on the links already established by their Governments during the past year 
and earlier. 


The wide-ranging discussions between Mr Charles Henru, French Defenc. 
Minister, and Mr Venkataraman covered a broad spectrum of bilateral defence 
cooperation. The Mirage deal, the supply of the first batch of 40 and the 
manufacture within the country of a later lot also figured in the discus- 
sions. 


But the Mirage deal, according to the Defence Ministry spokesman, came up 
only in passing, as part of an overall discussion. 


Mr Henru, during the discussions, pointed out that with the nationaliza- 
tion of the French arms industry, he saw no difficulty in the sharing and 
transfer of technology between France and India. France would be willing, 
he said, to provide technical training to Indian personnel in French arms 
manufacturing and training institutions. 


The two-hour talks between the two Ministers, attended by senior aides on 
both sides, covered, according to a Defence Ministry Press release, the 
question of strengthening defence cooperation. 


Mr Venkataraman told Mr Henru that India had been using French equipment, 
like tanks and jet fighters, for a number of years. India has also beet, 
manufacturing, under licence, French equipment, like the Alduette heli- 
copter. The two countries had concluded a memorandum of understanding, 
which covered the acquisition of the Mirage-2000. This, he said, was a 
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further step towards the establishment of sustained cooperation in the field 
of defence. 


Mr Venkataraman pointed out that since the early days of Indo-French coopera- 
tion, India's industrial base had expanded considerably, and the nation was 
now in a position to take up not only the manufacture, but even research 

and development activities, in wider and more sophisticated areas than was 
possible earlier. 


Mr Henru, who is accompanied by his wife, was received by Mr K. P. Singh 
Deo, the Chiefs of Staff of the Army, Navy and the Air Force, the Defence 
Secretary, Mr P. K. Kaul, and the Secretary, Research and Development, Dr 
V. S. Arunachalam. Mr Henru is calling on the Prime Minister tomorrow. 


At the banquet, Mr Venkataraman described Mr Henru as a man who may appro- 
priately be termed to represent the “spirit of France". In this spirit was 
embodied the indomitable will of man and his most cherished fundamental 
values of “liberty, equality, fraternity". The people of India had inscribed 
in their Constitution the right of the individual to justice, liberty and 
equality, and the duty of the State to promote amongst the people a feeling 
of fraternity. 





The Defence Forces, he added, served as an instrument for preserving and 
promoting the rights of man. "I believe that the cooperation we are now 
engaged upon would help strengthen this instrument, so that we may ensure 
peace and freedom for our people and enable them to pursue the goals of 
liberty, equality and fraternity. 


"Though this is the first visit to our country by a French Defence Minister, 
cooperation in the defence sphere between our two countries has been sig- 
nificant. This cooperation has now been recognized in the memorandum of 
understanding signed between us, which I have no doubt, will contribute 
significantly to the evergrowing relationship between India and France",

[Text] Bhubaneswar, Oct. 11.--Mr C. Rajeswara Rao, general-secretary of 
the Communist Party of India, said here today that six Left and democratic 
parties proposed to begin a nationwide movement for the introduction of the 
system of monopoly purchase of foodgrain by the Government instead of the 
existing procurement system, provision of remunerative prices for farmers’ 
produce and revamping of the public distribution systen. 


Addressing a Press conference here, he said the shape of the movement would 
be decided by the parties which had given their consent--the CPI, CPI(M), 
All-India Forward Bloc, Revolutionary Socialist Party, Democratic Socialist 
Party and the Workers and Peasants Party. Other Left and democratic parties 
were being contacted. 





Mr Rao said the system of procurement in different States had failed to mop 
up marketable surplus foodgrain which was essential to meet the shortfall of 
20 million tons this year caused by drought, flood and other natural 
calamities. The Government must introduce a system of monopoly purchase of 
foodgrain and fix a remunerative price to make the scheme successful. The 
public distribution system should be streamlined. 


Mr Rao demanded that the price of Rs 122 a quintal, fixed for procurement 
of rice, be enhanced to Rs 140 a quintal and the procurement system be 
replaced by monopoly purchase by the Government. 


Labour-intensive work schemes should begin immediately in affected States. 


He felt that a scheme similar to the employment guarantee scheme in 
Maharashtra should be introduced in other States. Recovery of lands and 
collection of land revenue must be suspended. Advisory committees consisting 
of representatives of different political parties should be set up at all 
levels to help the Government tackle the situ1tion. 


Making a special mention of Orissa, Mr Rao said that the State had suffered 
from cyclones, fioods and drought. The Centre must aid the State to save 
people from famine. 


Mr Rao said the spectre of famine was looming large over different parts of 


the country. He demanded that the Centre make available adequate quanti- 
ties of foodgrain to meet the situation. 
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WRITER EXAMINES ‘DEVELOPING CRISIS‘' IN CPI

[Text] A fierce debate is raging in the Communist Party of India [CPI], *he 
outcome of which will decide the future of the party, and the leadership of 

Mr C. Rajeswara Rao, which is being challenged by his critics. Polemics apart, 
the debate involves the CPI's attitude to Mrs Indira Gandhi's government on the 
one hand, and the party's relationship with the CPI (M) and the BJP [Baharatiya 
Janata Party] on the other. As is natural in the affairs of the CPI, the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union is known to be taking a deep interest in 
the debate and has perhaps decided to influence its outcome. 





Mrs Gandhi is the focal point of the debate. Whatever the past relationship 
between Mrs Gandhi and the CPI, lately she has exhibited considerable edginess, 
almost irritability, on the anti-Indira line which the Left in general and the 
CPI in particular has adopted. She gave vent to her feelings during her reply 
to the no-confidence debate in the Lok Sabha last month. Mrs Gandhi accused 
the leftists in India of “sell-out to Right reactionaries” and then went on 

to assert that "betrayal" by the Indian leftists was known to their mentors. 
Reports from Moscow suggest that Mrs Gandhi picked up the theme in her conver- 
sation with the Soviet leaders. The not-yet-contradicted reports said that 
Mrs Gandhi had spoken of “the negative attitude” of the Left forces in India 
at her talks with Mr Brezhnev. She accused these forces of trying to desta- 
bilise her government by ganging up with rightist parties. Such an attitude 
was destructive, UNI [reports] Mrs Gandhi as having told Mr Brezhnev. 


Why at all Mrs Gandhi chose to discuss issues of domestic politics in Moscow is 
not clear. Apparently she is exercised over the CPI's choosing to share the 
anti-government platform with the CPI (M) and BJP and she thought it better to 
take up the issue with the Soviet leadership which could make the CPI give up 
a confrontationist path and toe her line. 


What reply Mr Brezhnev gave to Mrs Gandhi is not known but enough indications 
are available from within the CPI that Moscow has begun pressing the party to 
give up the anti-Indira line. Mr Mohit Sen, who is more pro-Moscow than any 
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other senior functionary in the CPI, is in Moscow these days. CPI's denial 
notwithstanding, there are reasons to believe that Mr N.K. Krishnan, was summon- 
ed to Moscow on 24 September for important consultations on the relationship 
between the CPI and CPSU on the one hand and between the CPI and Mrs Gandhi's 
government on the other. 


Another CPI leader, Mr Yogendra Sharma--who has emerged as a known critis of 

Mr Rajeswara Rao in the party--was also in Moscow recently. On return from 
Moscow Mr Yogendra Sharma wrote a letter to Mr Rajeswara Rao questioning his 
leadership. Recently he circulated a note to several CPI leaders and the 
party's sympathisers to stress that Mr Rajeswara Rao's pro-CPI (M) line which 
is pushing the party to sharing the platform with the BJP is suicidal for it. 
Mr Yogendra Sharma had talks with Soviet functionaries in Moscow after Mr 
Rajeswara Rao's recent meeting with Mr Yuriy Andropov, the fastest rising man 
in Moscow at a time when the Brezhnev era is coming to an end, and Mr Boris 
Ponomarev, an alternate member of the Soviet Politburo and a party theoretician. 
Mr Yogendra Sharma in his note has sought to prove that what Mr Rajeswara Rao 
told the CPI on return about the CPSU's view of Mrs Gandhi is not correct and 
that there is a sharp divergence between the CPSU and the CPI--which Mr Rajeswara 
Rao did not care to report to his colleagues--on the Indian situation. 


Moscow could be having many faces. But if all the praises Mr Brezhnev sang 

for Mrs Gandhi during her Moscow visit are any indication, then what Mr Yogendra 
Sharma is telling his colleagues in the CPI shows that the Soviet Communist 
Party does not want the CPI to create trouble for Mrs Gandhi. There are reasons 
for Moscow's fondness for Mrs Gandhi. A leftist government in India is a dis- 
tant dream and Moscow's best bet in the present situation can be only Mrs Gandhi 
who in the communist jargon may be a bourgeois leader but who, when the crunch 
comes, will take an anti-imperialist stand. Mrs Gandhi is to take over as 
chairman of the non-aligned movement in March next year and this attaches impor- 
tance to the hypothesis that the Soviet Union would need to be on her side more 
than ever before. Moscow may genuinely feel that the CPI‘s current anti-Indira 
line is wrong; it could also be expecting the CPI--as it has often in the 
past--to subordinate its domestic politics to the needs of Soviet foreign 


policy. 





If Mr Yogendra Sharma's note is to be believed, the Soviet Communist Party had 
noted three “positive” features in Mrs Gandhi--her foreign policy, her capacity 
to maintain national unity and her will to fight Right reaction. The Soviet 
view is that a bourgeois leader like Mrs Gandhi has to face many problems and 
pressures, but the CPI should try to grasp Mrs Gandhi's positive features. 
Also, the CPI should not ignore the large number of “democratic™ elements 
within the Congress (I). There is a section within the CPI which is backing 
the CPSU position and this section is likely to mount an attack on Mr Rajeswara 
Rao at the meeting of the party's Central Executive Committee which has been 
specially summoned to meet here on 6 October. Already his critics are spreading 
the word that in his zest for joining hands with the Marxists and opposing 

Mrs Gandhi the CPI general secretary has chosen to defy the Moscow line. 














The CPSU has been cited as having particularly opposed the line followed by 

Mr Rajeswara Rao on the CPI"'s sharing the platform with the BJP in protest 
against the induction of the Bhajan Lal government in Haryana, for setting up 
Mr H.R. Khanna as a joint opposition candidate for the presidency, for partici- 
pating in last year's farmers’ agitation for higher prices which Moscow thinks 
will only help kulaks, and for joining the rightist trade unions in the prolong- 
ed strike in the public sector undertakings in Bangalore. 


These issues were discussed by the CPI's National Council in July and Mr Rajeswara 
Rao’s stand in favour of joining a broad antiauthoritarian front along with the 
CPI (M)--and also with the BJP--was questioned by his critics. Mr Rajeswara Rac 
survived the challenge when a resolution approving the party's decision on the 
Haryana question and the presidential election was approved by 76 votes to 20. 
In a rare exhibition of boldness, Mr Rajeswara Rao said after the National 
Council meeting that there was no single centre of the world communist movement 
and the policies of the CPI were decided in India and not outside. This state- 
ment certainly pleased the Marxist but could not have been relished in Moscow. 
How far the Soviet Communist Party goes to step up pressure on the CPI to fall 
in line remains to be seen. How far Mr Rajeswara Rao will succeed in his appar- 
ent attempt to achieve for the CPI some autonomy from the CPSU on India's 
domestic questions cannot be known at this stage either. The meeting of the 
CPI's Central Executive Committee and developments within the party during the 
following weeks are going to be significant in this connection. Mr Krishnan, 
the most senior leader in the party after Mr Rajeswara Rao, will be back from 
Moscow before 6 October, and his report to the CEC is being keenly awaited by 

Mr Rajeswara Rao's friends and foes alike. 





The CPI is in an unhappy situation. The party began its career as far back as 
1925 but is still riddled with some basic questions, failure to answer which 
has blocked its growth. After 57 years and numerous vacillations and u-turns, 
it is threatened with the prospect of losing its identity. It is faced with 
two difficult choices. One favoured by Mr Rajeswara Rao will take the party 
into the CPI (M) fold--on the Marxist terms--and entail participation in a 
broad opposition front against Mrs Gandhi's government. Mr Rajeswara Rao 

has invoked the resolutions passed by the 1978 Bhatinda congress and this year's 
Varanasi congress in support of his stand. The second choice, preferred by his 
critics, will take the party closer to Congress (1) government--on Mrs Gandhi's 
terms. In any case it is Hobson's choice for the party. Mrs Gandhi too, after 
her talks with the Soviet leaders, may be assessing whether in order to oblige 
her Moscow will really jettison its earlier attempts at a communist unity in 
India or Moscow's open support for her is merely tactical.

EDITORIAL STRESSES RESPONSIBILITIES AS NONALIGNED HOST

[Text] While formally announcing the dates of the Seventh Nonaligned Conference 
to be held in New Delhi next March, the external affaire minister has acknowl- 
edged the onerous responsibility developed on India. The physical preparations 
and infrastructural requirements for hosting a vast gathering with scores of 
heads of state in attendance can be taken in hand. Of greater consequence will 
be restoring to the movement a sense of positive purpose in a fast changing 
world situation in which the grouping has been often seen as a game of numbers. 
Declarations and resolutions are, no doubt, the most visible aspects of sunm- 
mitry, but the trees could be missed for the wood if the focus is on a package 
of palatable formulations and the more crucial emphasis on principles is over- 
looked. The forthcoming New Delhi conference thus offers both a challenge as 
well as an opportunity for India. 


The circumstances in which India has been prevailed upon to host the conference 
illustrate the identity problem facing the nonaligned. Not only did a shared 
nonaligned label not come in the way of a meaningless military conflict between 
Iran and Iraq, but the continuing hostilities also came in handy for Iran and 
its supporters to blackball Iraq as a conference host, not necessarily for 
security reasons. Then followed an unseemly scramble between Cuba, the current 
chairman, and Iraq to stage a preparatory meeting at the foreign ministers’ 
level. That these crises have been tided over does not indicate purposeful 
functioning. Not having pushed itself forward as a substitute host and having 
actually insisted on a consensus for moving the venue to New Delhi, India is in 
a position to lift the movement from the groove into which it has fallen. It 
can hark back to the values which gave birth to nonalignment. 


The challenge lies in being able to rise above mere posturing which sometimes 
passes for nonalignment. India has to assert itself on a number of issues 
including the North-South dialogue, the gulf between the OPEC and non-OPEC Third 
World countries, the renouncing of the use of force in international relations 
and disengagement in both the nuclear and conventional fields. The prime 
minister's recent visits to Washington and Moscow have restored balance to 
India's relations with the superpowers. India's efforts, howsoever modest, for 
amicable relations with Pakistan and China have enhanced its prestige abroad. 
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Mrs Gandhi's reiteration of the need for withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan has put the problem in the larger perspective of violation of the 
sovereignty of a nonaligned country without making it an East-West issue. 
India ie thus in < position to play a constructive role as chairman of the non- 
aligned conference if it does not see in the “honour™ a need to toe anybody's 
line. However, much homework will need to be done and greater clarity brought 
to bear on a number of foreign policy issues on which the Indian position must 
be constructive and viable if, as chairman of the nonaligned conference, the 
country is not to suffer distortions in policy on account of rival pulls and 
pressures from within the nonaligned fold and from the rest of the world which 
will react to its statements or silence. 
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PAPER URGES IMPROVEMENT IN RELATIONS WITH FRANCE

[Text] The French president, Mr Francois Mitterrand, is paying a 4-day state 
visit to India next month. Will New Delhi treat this visit as just a routine 
meeting or will it attempt to make a sharp turn in India's foreign policy which 
has now reached not one but several dead ends? 


The balance of payments position is fast deteriorating. Indian goods are being 
priced out in the world market. Our excessive preoccupation with the super- 
powers has narrowed options elsewhere. Our nearly neurotic approach to Pakistan 
is yielding diminishing returns. India's nuclear programme has been exposed as 
still largely dependent on outside sources. And, above all, we are being pushed 
into an arms race without having a credible security doctrine or a reliable 


indigenous weapons base. 


Is it possible to make a breakthrough in meeting one or more of these challenges 
in the context of Indo-French relations since France enjoys a unique position 
as an independent self-reliant middle power? 


In the forthcoming negotiations, it would be far more fruitful for New Delhi to 
reverse the sequence of discussions. Instead of putting at the top the issue 
of the supply of nuclear fuel for Tarapur, it would be far better to take up the 
nuclear issue at the end. France is not a fully free agent in this matter as 

it is in most others. Some journalists have suggested that India might threaten 
to cancel some projects with France if that country refuses to become substitute 
supplier of nuclear fuel. If France has not yielded to American pressures, it 
will certainly not do so under Indian tactics. France is reported to have 
offered less stringent conditions at the secretaries’ meeting but it will be 
tragic if the nuclear issue clouds more fundamental iseues of Indo-French re- 
lations. 


Because of the absence of a determined and coherent policy in New Delhi, India's 
experience with France in respect of cooperation in the nuclear field has not 
been very happy. France is also involved in the Baroda heavy water plant and 
in India’s fast breeder reactor at Kalpakkam. In both cases the experience has 
been rather disappointing. The blame lies on both sides. We treat each project 
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as independent of the overall relationship with a country with which we do not 
have political relations. India's foreign policy makers bluevered in subjecting 
our relations with middle powers to political relations with superpowers. 


There is a sharp contrast between the foreign policy stances of the two coun- 
tries. France attacks both the superpowers wher they impinge on its indepen- 
dence whereas India hesitates to criticise either. Ironically, non-alignment, 
which was supposed to provide a basis for Indian foreign policy, has made India 
dependent on both superpowers. France although technically not a nonaligned 
country is more nonaligned than most. 


At the current meeting of the UN General Assembly whereas India was hesitant 
and squeamish, France was bold and aggressive. In an unusually outspoken 
criticism of the superpowers, the French prime minister, Mr Pierre Mauroy, said 
that they had tried to perpetuate “an unfocussed policy of blocs" which no 
longer corresponded to the situation in the world. He frankly admitted that 
the countries of the Third World including India, were the first to suffer in 
the superpower rivalry. 


The French prime minister was most vocal in saying that “in the West, one of 
the superpowers makes sure of throwing into disarray the international monetary 
system to suit its national interests. It sets its budgetary and monetary 
policy without taking into account the possible consequences in other states." 
In the East, the other superpower continues directly or indirectly to make use 
of military force to oppose people's wishes to determine their own future. 
"This blindness on the part of the two superpowers is without doubt one of the 
principal causes of the present disorder. These words should have been spoken 
by the Indian delegation. 


Even in the economic field, India has not comprehended the meaning of relations 
with a nation which has constantly struggled to have a self-reliant economy. 

In respect of technology, France is a very aggressive seller but in our list 
comes after the U.S., the UK, West Germany and Japan. France is very conscious 
of its independent policies in respect of arms sales and technology. Since 

no other country takes up this kind of an attitude, France should get the high- 
est priority in India's policies in respect of collaboration during the next 
decade, particularly in the field of high technology. 


The Soviet bloc countries are not in a position to supply any new technology 

and there is a great rush for going in for whatever is available in the West 
without bothering about the cost to the domestic economy. We have to distinguish 
between investment and technology. If we do that we will find that our policy 

of self-reliance in technology necessitates a very close relationship with 
France. 


Last week the French foreign trade minister, Mr Michel Jobert visited India at 
the head of a powerful delegation. Mr Shivraj Patil, the Union minister of 
commerce, was wholly ill-equipped to talk to his French counterpart. All that 
he was worried about was India's growing adverse trade balance with France. 
Regarding greater promotional efforts, Mr Patil talked about the communication 
gap between business and industry on both sides. He did not bother even to 
ask how many Indian businessmen really spoke French. Is our support for Anglo- 
Saxonism that big a barrier to developing relations with all the non-English 
speaking world? In the final analysis of course, Mr Patil begged for more 
resources and technology. This is hardly the way of dealing with a country 
which has shown hor to remain independent even when being an ally of a super- 
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The Indo-French Committee on Economic and Technical Cooperation agreed further 
to intensify their cooperation in various fields. Joint oil production, buy- 
back arrangements, third country projects, areas of new cooperation such as 
telecommunications, vaccine production, oceanography, etc, were dicussed. 
However, the basis of cooperation still remains limited. 


Besides technology, defence is a crucial area of Indo-French cooperation. The 
French defence minister, Mr Charles Hernu, has offered defence cooperation to 
India over a wide field. India is already using or manufacturing French 
equipment and weapons such as tanks, jet fighters, helicopters, etc. Above all, 
France has offered to transfer weapons technology and provide technical train- 


ing to Indian officers. 


India and France have signed a final contract for the purchase of 40 Mirage 
2000s. It is rumoured that France has offered the transfer of full production 
technology but India does not seem keen on it. The matter is very simple. 
Either we should not have bought these planes or in the light of the new reali- 
ties of our security and foreign policy we must develop deeper cooperation with 
France in the field of military technology. 


The difficulties in Indo-French relations may turn out to be a blessing in 
disguise if India and France can enter into serious negotiations to arrive at 
an understanding which bypasses both superpowers. France is known to act in- 
dependently in defence of its national interests. India also claims to do that. 
This is an opportunity when Indo-Frnech relationship can be upgraded. Other- 
wise, we will end up depending on France rather than on the U.S. without much 
difference in substantive positions.

RAO MAKES STATEMENT ON GANDHI VISIT TO USSR 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 12 Oct 82pp 1, 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Oct. 11.--India and the Soviet Union “were agreed" that 
a solution to the Afghanistan problem could, and indeed must, be found only 
through political negotiations and felt that the initiatives taken by the 
U.N. representative were useful, the external Affairs Minister, Mr P. V. 
Narasimha Rao, said in Parliament today. 


Making a statement in both Houses on Mrs Gandhi's recent official visit to 
the Soviet Union, Mr Rao said India and Russia reviewed recent developments 
in the Indian Ocean, West Asia-South-east Asia, including Afghanistan, and 
Africa and were shocked and dismayed at Israel's “expansionist and aggres- 
sionist" policies in "flagrant" violation of the U.N. charter; its “unpro- 
voked invasion" of Lebanon and “brutal and reprehensible massacre of civil- 
ians, especially of refugee women, children, and tortures perpetrated in 
prisons". 


Mr Rao announced that the Soviet Union endorsed India's proposals for a con- 
vention on the non-use of nuclear weapon tests as a prelude to a complete 
test ban treaty. Both sides stressed the special responsibility of nuclear 
weapons States to take urgent measures towards disarmament, especially 
nuclear disarmament, and expressed their willingness to give serious con- 
sideration to all constructive proposals towards this end. India welcomed 
the Soviet Union's declaration not to be the first to use nuclear weapons, 
as an important step towards a complete ban on the threat or use of nuclear 
weapons. 


The Minister said that the Prime Minister, Mrs Gandhi and the President, 
Mr Brezhnev, reviewed the economic relations between the two countries, 
which were already extensive and were steadily expanding. Mrs Gandhi's 
visit to the Soviet Union was preceded by the annual sesson of the Indo- 
Soviet joint commission on economic, scientific and technological coopera- 
tion. The commission reviewed the progress achieved during the last year 
and set targets for the immediate future. 


Trade 


Both sides would examine the possibilities of further expansion of coopera- 
tion in such areas as ferrous and non-ferrous metallurgy, coal and oil, 
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machine building and power, and in several fields of fundamental and applied 
sciences and technology. India reaffirmed its resolve to ensure growth in 
the trade between the two countries of the order of one and a half to two 
times in the next four years. 


In the course of discussions, Mr Rao said the President, Mr Brezhnev, 
referred to economic and other developments in his country and Mrs Gandhi 
availed herself of the opportunity to review developments in the neighbour- 
hood and the situation in India and pointed to the necessity for national 
unity and strength in order to deal with the many challenges that India 
faced and how India's stability and adherence to non-alignment contributed 
to peace in its region and in the world. 


The Minister said that the President, Mr Brezhnev and the Premier, Mr 
Tikhonov, accepted Mrs Gandhi's invitation to them. 





India was confident that such high-level exchanges of visits would con- 
tribute to further strengthening of the relationship, invested as it was 
with a popular character on the enduring foundation of friendship, mutual 
respect and cooperation. India's relations with the Soviet Union had been 
tested by time and were without detriment to any other nation, Mr Rao said. 


Mr Rao said that Mrs Gandhi's talks with Mr Brezhnev, set out in a joint 
declaration, had brought out the high value that the Soviet Union attaches 
to relations with India and its readiness to enlarge its cooperation with 
us in various fields. India reciprocated these sentiments. 


Apart from being mutually advantageous, Indo-Soviet relations were an 
important factor for peace and peaceful co-existence in the world, he said, 
pointing out that the Soviet President had spoken warmly about India's 
adherence to non-alignment and work for international peace, cooperation and 
friendship. 


Mr Rao said that Mrs Gandhi had in her public speeches and private discus- 
sions, emphasized India's deep concern at the deteriorating world situa- 
tion and its determination to exert itself to the utmost for peace and dis- 
armament. She had also explained India's consistent efforts to strengthen 
its economy and achieve technological self-reliance, as also its endeavour 
to normalize relations with its neighbours and to settle differences through 
discussions in spite of the increasing militarization of the region. 


Both sides reiterated their belief that international relations should be 
based on the renunciation of the threat or use of force and on the respect 
for the integrity of States and non-interference in one another's internal 
affairs. They also called for effective measures towards general and 
complete disarmament, particularly nuclear disarmament, under effective 
international control. 


In his preface to the statement, Mr Rao saidthat Mrs Gandhi, who had paid 
an official visit to the Soviet Union from September 20 to 26 at the 
invitation of the President, Mr Brezhnev, also visited Tellin and Kiev. 
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Mrs Gandhi had discussions with the Prime Minister, Mr Nikolai Tikhonov, 
the Foreign Minister, Mr Andrei Gromyko, and prominent members of the 
Supreme Soviet in Moscow and with leaders of the Estonian and Ukrainian 
republics in Tallin and Kiev, respectively. 


In Moscow, she addressed a public rally organized by important Soviet 
organizations. A square in Moscow city was named after Jawaharlal Nehru 
at a special function. In Kiev, the honorary citizenship of that historic 
city and a doctorate by the Kiev State University were conferred upon her.

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GANDHI, LOK SABHA DISCUSS ASSAM POLICY

[Text] Prime Minister Indira Gandhi on Thursday assured that the Centre 
wanted to accommodate the leaders of the Assam agitation as much as possible, 
without harming the interests of the minorities and the nation. 


Intervening during question hour in the Rajya Sabha Mrs Gandhi, however, 
bemoaned that the agitation leaders had taken an attitude of ‘all or nothing. ' 


They had not responded to her appeal--made sometime ago after an air dash to 
Assam--that work could be started on the detection and removal of people 
who entered after March 1971, which had been agreed to by all, while negoti- 
ations went on for an overall settlement of the foreigners’ issue in the 
State. 


With the next rounds of talks announced for 6 and 7 November Mrs Gandhi 
said the government was not taking a rigid stance. 


/She herself, she said, would be willing to intervene in the talks if there 
was some possibility of a solution emerging./ [in boldface] 


She did not want to intervene otherwise, ‘for where can we go if deadlock 
continues even after the intervention of the Prime Minister,’ Mrs Gandhi 
asked. 


The Prime Minister said the foreigners’ issue and the agitation were a 
‘complex, delicate and emotional matter.' The government could not openly 
declare its stand on the issue of holding the Assembly elections--a point 
on which Opposition members repeatedly sought clarifications from her and 
Home Minister P C Sethi. ‘It is my earnest desire to solve the Assam 
issue,’ she added. 


Home Minister P C Sethi said talks with the agitation leaders were likely 
to be resumed after Parliament session was over--perhaps on 6 or 7 November. 


Mr Sethi admitted that despite 19 rounds of talks, basic differences per- 
Gisted between the agitation leaders and the government on the fate of 
those entered Assam between 1961 and 1971. In effect, the agitation leaders 











were rejecting any overall agreement if their demand for the immediate 
disenfranchisement, and ultimate removal, of the entire immigrant popula- 
tion of 1961-71 was not conceded. 


Questioned repeatedly on whether the AASU and the AAGSP wanted disenfranch- 
isement even for those who had valid citizenship certificates, Mr Sethi 
said the agitationists had repeated their demand many times. 


Mr Dinesh Goswami (Ind) contested the Minister's statement, saying that the 
demand was for the disenfranchisement of those without certificates. 


In this main reply, Mr Sethi gave an account of the loss because of the 
agitation. He said so far 340 persons had lost their lives. The economic 
loss was also grave. In petroleum and chemicals alone, the loss came to 
Rs 1,272 crores; the railways suffered a loss of Rs 32 crores in revenue 
loss and reduction in passengers; and many projectg had been delayed and 
the State exchequer had lost Rs 45 crores in revenue. 


Mr Sethi refused to divulge anything on an Opposition question on rumours 
that government may hold the elections earlier. The Opposition wanted to 
know what the government views on this, because constitutionally elections 
in the State had to be held before 18 March 1983 and the electoral process, 
including revision of rolls, had to start six months before that. 


Earlier, he gave a resume of the course of discussions in the past, inclu- 
ding the last round of the tripartite meeting in which ‘the Opposition par- 
ticipated,’ and acted as a catalyst to bring about an agreement between the 
government and the agitation leaders. 


He said the formula given by Janata leader Ravindra Verma had formed the 
basis for some of these discussions. It was a basis of discussion, and any 
question of government accepting it or otherwise did not arise, he told 

Mr Piloo Mody and others. 


Mr Sethi said Mr Verma's suggestion was that all those 160,000 people who 
had entered Assam between 1961 and 1971 and obtained the citizen certifi- 
cates should be recognised as citizens. The cases of those who had not 
obtained the certificates should be referred to a tribunal and those who 
fell in none of these categories should be deported. 


Mr Sethi said this was not acceptable to the Assam agitators and the recent 
tripartite talks had come to a deadlock.

BRAHMINS DISCUSS UNITY AT NATIONAL LEVEL 
Madras THE HINDU in English 4 Oct 82 p ¥ 
[Text] Palghat, Oct. 3. 


Leaders of various Brahmin associations in the southern States, who par- 
ticipated in the fourth annual convention of the Brahmana Sabha, Palghat, 
today expressed their resolve to unite at the State and Central levels so 
that they could emerge as a strong political force to “safeguard the 
interests of the community which has been subjected to unwanton repression 
taking advantage of its silent and peace-loving nature”. 


Mr. C. M. Sundaram, Kerala's Local Administration Minister, who inaugurated 
the conference in the absence of the Chief Minister, said it would neither 
be possible nor desirable for Brahmins to keep out of politics hereafter. 
He said the peace-loving Brahmin community had suffered neglect and abuses 
because of its disunity and apathy to politics. 


Mr. Sundaram commended the Brahmana sabha's efforts to rehabilitate destitute 
women and poor girls by providing them with self-employment opportunities. 


Muslim support: Mr. G. S. Haneefa Haji, deputising for the Kerala Deputy 
Chief Minister, Mr. C. H. Mohammed Koya, who could not attend due to indis- 
position, wondered why members of this “intelligent community" could not 
achieve what the Muslim minority had achieved by its unity. While advising 
Brahmins to be united, Mr. Haneefa Haji assured them of Muslims' support for 
all their welfare measures. 


Mr. V. Raghavan, president, Akhila Kerala Brahmana Sabha, said Brahmin 
organisations in Kerala had gained poli.ical recognition by virtue of their 
strength and peaceful working. Efforts should be taken to retrieve land and 
properties of Brahmin institutions "which had been appropriated by others 
taking advantage of the timidity and trouble-allergy of Brahmins." 





Mr. N. Kasiraman, president of the Tamil Nadu Brahmins' Association 
(TAMBRAS), said Brahmins though living in isolation could emerge as a strong 
political force if they united under a single banner. They had to suffer 
humiliation, insults and neglect only because they had remained passive 

all these years. The association had set up about 3,000 branches in Tamil 
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Nadu with considerable following which resulted in political parties 
approaching TAMBRAS for its support during the recent Periyakulam parlia- 
mentary by-election. 


Condemed: Mr. V. Bhanumurthy, Convener of the All India Brahmins Associ- 
ation, New Delhi, condemned "Brahmin-baiting™" in Tamil Nadu by the Dravidian 
parties and called upon the Chief Minister, Mr. M. G. Ramachandran, to put 
an end to anti-social forces which whipped up communal disharmony. The 
Chief Minister should not forget that he was common to all.

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CORRESPONDENT GIVES DETAILS OF IMF AMENDMENT ACT 
Madras THE HINDU in English 4 Oct 82 p 9 
[Text] New Delhi, Oct. 3. 


An intriguing aspect of the International Monetary Fund and Bank Amendment 
Bill, 1982, is likely to arouse protests and heated discussion during the 
winter session of Parliament commencing tomorrow. The Bill deletes the 
specific reference to the relevant sections of the Indian Income-Tax Act 
of 1922, present in the existing act, legislatedas far back as 1945, while 
empowering the Government to provide information sought by IMF. 


Sub-section 3 under Section 4 of the present Act reads as follows: 


"No information obtained under this section shall be furnished to the 

International Fund in such detail as to disclose the affairs of any person 
and the provisions of sub-sections (1) and (3) of Section 54 of the Indian 
Income-Tax Act 1922, shall apply in relation to information obtained under 
this Section as they apply to the particulars referred to in that Section." 


Sounds odd: The wording of the amending Bill which sounds odd, simply 
says “no information obtained under this Section shall be furnished to the 
International Fund in such detail as to disclose the affairs of any per- 
son.” 


The "Statement of Objects and Reasons" appended to the Bill explains this 

by saying, "The present opportunity is being availed of to omit the reference 
in Section 4 of the Act to the Indian Income-Tax Act 1922, and to amend 
Section 7 of the Act to bring the rule-laying provision in conformity with 
the latest formula." It does not explain what the "latest formula" is. 





Obligations: The preceding sub-section (1) of Section 1 inscribed under 

the 1945 Act, which details the powers of the Government to call for informa- 
tion says, “Where under Section 5 of Article VIII of the Fund Agreement, 

the International Fund requires the Central Government to furnish it with 

any information, the Central Government, or if generally or specially 
authorised by the Central Government in this behalf, the Reserve Bank, may, 
by an order in writing require any person to furnish to such officer or 

other person as may be specified in the order, such detailed information 
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as the Central CGu.versment or the Reserve Bank, as the case may be, may 
determine to be essential for the purpose of complying with the request of 
the International Fund and any person so required shall be bound to fur- 
nish euch infcimation." 


The succeeding sub-section in the existing Act referred to the above 
specifically mentioned the obligations on those giving such information under 
the provisions of the Indian Income-Tax which have been deleted in the 
amending Bill. 


Need for amending Bill: An Amending Bill to the 1945 Act has become neces- 
sary in view of the amendments in the Articles of Agreement of the IMF, 
first in 1969, when the Special Drawing Rights scheme was introduced to 
supplement the reserves of member-countries. India participated in the 
scheme which came into operation from July 28, 1969, by accepting the 
modifications in the original Articles of the agreement. 


Subsequently, on April 30, 1976, the IMF Board of Governors adopted, by a 
resolution, modifications, resulting in a second set of amendments to the 
IMF Articles. The main objectives of these amendments which came into 
force on April 1, 1978, are: achieving greater flexibility in the exchange 
rate agreements, reduction in the role of gold and enlargement of the 
Special Drawing Rights, simplification and modernisation of the IMF's 
financial operations and transactions, etc. 


The amended Fund Agreement now has 31 Articles and 11 Schedules as against 
32 Articles and nine Schedules in the old agreement. Nomenclatures of 
certain Articles have also been changed to provide for the amendments 
introduced in the IMF agreement and the number of clauses in certain 
Articles have either been increased or reduced. 


Amendment to 1945 Act: The existing provisions in the IMF Act of 1945 
which is an enabling Act of the Government to implement the provisions of 
the IMF Agreement needs modifications to provide for complying with the 
amended articles of the IMF agreement. The present Bill is to amend the 
1945 Act to incorporate in it, references to the new or revised Articles 
and Schedules as also the changes in the nomenclatures in the amended IMF 
agreement.

China's refusal of help to outlawed National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
(NSCN) coupled with surrender of 20 of its members including some prominent 
leaders, to authorities since 1 June has cast a ‘gloom’ on the pro-Chinese 
extremist set up led by Muivah-Issac Swu, army sources said here today. 


NSCN leader Muivah felt that he had been let down by ‘his Chinese friends’ 
when he received a letter recently from NSCN chairman Issac Swu now in 
Kachin area of Burma stating that China had refused help including supply 
of arms to them because of their own internal problems, the sources said. 


Muivah is also ‘upset’ over the shortage of arms in the camps and deser- 
tion of NSCN members including a self-styled Lt Col in the past few weeks, 
they added. 


According to the sources a prominent member of NSCN who surrendered to the 
authorities recently, stated that ‘there are a large number of disillu- 
sioned Naga hostiles who are planning to desert the underground organisation 
and lead a peaceful life’. 


The outlaw also confessed that a large number of Naga undergrounds were 
killed by their colleagues when their plan to escape was detected and two 
extremists were also shot dead before him recentiy. 


"Now, a wide gap exists between officers and members of the organisation as 


a result of internal clash and acute shortage of food in the camp," sources 
added.

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AKALI DAL LEADER ISSUES STATEMENT ON SIKHS 
Madras THE HINDU in English 12 Oct 82 p 9 
[Text] New Delhi, Oct. ll. 


The Akali Dal President, Sant Harchand Singh Longowal, today denied that 
Sikhs had secessionist designs but reaffirmed his party's stand that the 
Centre's powers should be confined to four subjects and that the States 
should be given all residuary authority. 


In a strongly-worded statement, released here on his behalf, Sant Longowal 
said the Sikh problem could be solved in a minute if New Delhi realised 
“what is India without Sikhs?" just as they realised “what are Sikhs without 
India?" 


Basing his argument on the assumption that the religious freedom of the 
Sikhs could not be ensured without greater autonomy to the States, he said 
the “rulers of New Delhi are sadly mistaken if they think that the Sikhs 
can be denied religious liberty and equality by being dubbed as separatists 
and extremists”. 


Rejecting the plea of the Union Home Minister, Mr. P. C. Sethi, for calling 
off the agitation to pave the way for fresh dialogue, he said: "We have 
explained our case fully to the Prime Minister. There is no need for 
re-hearing. We feel that the judgment has been reserved. Let her pro- 
nounce the judgment. If we find that due justice has been done we would 
promptly respond to friendly calls but if nothing comes out to our satis- 
faction, we will have no alternative to continuing our grim battle for the 
realisation of our goal". Since, according to him, there was no indication 
of a positive response from New Delhi, his party abandoned the course of 
negotiations. 


"Forgotten": He regretted that promises made to the Sikhs during the freedom 
struggle were forgotten and said: "We have been treacherously ignored by 
Congress bosses. It has become difficult for us to go on trusting these 

very leaders who had been exploiting us all these years". 


Their concept of autonomy for the States, he said, was enshrined in the 
Anandpur Sahib resolution, adopted on October 16, 1973. As he explained, 
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the resolution would have the Centre's authority restricted to defence, 
currency, communications and foreign relations and other powers devolved 
to the States in the interest of development. 


Of the four parts of the resolution, the first related to religious inde- 
pendence, the second to political aspects (federal structure), the third to 
economic affairs and the fourth to the working classes and their cultural 
aspirations. 


The resolution did not indicate secessionist trends, he said. He justified 
the claim that the Sikhs were a separate “nation" but said that they had 
the same “nationality” as other Indians.

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INDIA FOR TALKS WITH NEPAL ON RIVER DAMS

[Text] New Delhi, October 11. 


The irrigation minister, Mr. Kedar Pandey, told the Lok Sabha today that 
India wanted a meeting at a high political level with Nepal for expediting 
the construction of dams on common rivers, namely the Kosi, the Kamala and 
the Bagmati. 


The minister said the three projects were discussed at an official-level 
meeting held in New Delhi in February. It was then decided that further 
discussion on the projects would be held at the next meeting. But in spite 
of repeated reminders to the Nepalese government, no date for the second 
meeting had been fixed. 


Mr. Pandey said since the projects were beneficial for both countries, a 
discussion at the political level would help their early implementation. 


Replying to a question, Mr. Pandey said an updated feasibility report for 
the proposed multipurpose project on the Kosi at Barahkshetra was sent to 
the Nepalese government in August, 1981. During the discussion at the 
February meeting, the Nepalese delegation had indicated that the feasi- 
bility report was under study. 


The proposal for building a multipurpose dam on the Bagmati was made by 
the Nepalese government, while the one on the Kamala was made by the Bihar 
government. These proposals were also discussed at the February meeting. 


According to the feasibility report for the Kosi dam, its maximum height 
would be 269 metres and gross storage capacity of the reservoir would be 
10.9 million acre feet. The command area would serve 5.46 lakh hectares 
in Nepal and 9.76 lakh hectares in India. 


In the power sector, the installed capacity of the dam power house would be 
3000 MW and of the canal power house 300 MW. The cost of the entire project 
would be Rs. 4,074 crores. 


Mr. Bhogendra Jha (CPI) said the delay in the implementation of the Kosi 
project was not due to obstruction from the Nepalese side but due to the 
opinion held by the government that there was no market for the big chunk 
of power the project was expected to produce.

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HINDUSTAN AERONAUTICS DEMONSTRATES TRAINER PLANE 


Madras THE HINDU in English 12 Oct 82 p 7

Hindustan Aeronautics today conducted the inaugural flight of a proto- 

type of its Ajeet trainer aircraft to demonstrate its capability to design 
and develop sophisticated technology aircraft. Wg. Cdr. M. W. Tilak, HAL's 
chief test pilot, demonstrated the capabilities of the aircraft. 


The Karnataka Chief Minister, Mr. R. Gundu Rao, was the chief guest; the 
invitees included Dr. V. M. Ghatege, former chief designer and former 
director of HAL and Mr. Dharam Singh, Minister for Urban Development and 
Housing. 


The Ajeet MK-1 is a two-seat, low profile transonic trainer aircraft 
designed for dual and solo instructional flying, operational flying in 
air-to-ground and air-to-air armament training and practice in instrument 
and night flying. The aircraft is powered by an Orpheus turbojet engine, 
developing 4500 lbs. static thrust. The engine has been manufactured 

by HAL. 


Besides two 30 mm. Aden guns, various types of armament loads like bombs and 
rockets can be carried under the wing. The aircraft has a maximum speed of 
over 1,000 km. an hour and can climb an altitude of 30,000 feet in five 
minutes. It compares well with the British Aerospace's Hawk and other 
modern aircraft. 


Mr. Gundu Rao described HAL as the pride of the country. He stressed the 
need for the country to keep abreast of developments in technology. 


Wing Commander Tilak gave a commentary of the inaugural flight from the 
air. Everything was fine, he said on emerging out of the aircraft. The 
Chairman of HAL, Mr. B. K. Kapur, received the Chief Minister and other 
invitees. 


HAL in a press release said the public sector company had completed the 
design and development of HPT-32 piston engined trainer, a prototype of 
which won the second place in the recent air race held in Delhi, and an MK II 
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version of the Kiran aircraft (which has been developed with the same power 
plant that has been used on the Ajeet trainer). 


HAL has so far designed and developed a number of aircraft like the HT-2 
piston engined trainer, the Pushpak flying club trainer, the Krishak air 
observation aircraft, the Marut twin which was about to be flight-tested. 


Further HAL had successfully integrated a next generation inertial naviga- 
tion and sea weapon delivery system for the Jaguar Aircraft jet fighter 
bomber, the Marut twin jet trainer, the Basant agricultural aircraft, the 
Kiran MK-1 jet trainer and the Ajeet ground attack fighter. 


HAL had also drawn up a perspective plan for the next 10 to 15 years for 
the design and development of a number of aircraft, engine avionics and 
associated accessories. The plan envisaged the design and development of 

a light combat aircraft, light transport aircraft, agile helicopter, engine 
for cruise missile, turboprop engine prinary trainer and advanced jet 
operational trainer. If approved by the Government, the programme could 
provide indigenously designed and developed products on a continuous basis. 


HAL undertook the Ajeet trainer aircraft project at the instance of the Air 
Force which has placed orders for 12 of them. The Navy is also likely to 
place orders for them. The second prototype would be ready early next 
year, a spokesman said.

The traders, visualising the coming crunch, were already cornering food- 
grains. The procurement price of Rs 122 for rice announced by the 
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Government was not enough and provided only very little margin to the 
producers. The CPI, therefore, asked for Rs 140 as procurement price and 
fixation of such price for other cereals accordingly. 


The executive also discussed at length the communal situation in the context 
of the Meerut riots and noted that the BJP-RSS on the one hand and the 
Jamat-e-Islami on the other were responsible for causing the riots. A 
resolution on the subject said that whenever communal riots break out in a 
place, sections of the local Congress-I get communally divided and join 
hands with either the Hindu communalists or the Muslim communalists. 

This happened in Meerut also with two Congress-I MLAs taking different sides 
and adopting a communal position." In such situation, "the Congress-I as

RETURN FROM ROK--New Delhi, Oct. 7. Small and medium entrepreneurs in 
South Korea are eager to cooperate with Indian counterparts to manufacture 
and sell consumer goods, according to Mr. Chakradhari Agrawal, Secretary- 
General of the National Alliance of Young Entrepreneurs (NAYE).

USE OF MOSQUES AS EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS LAUDED 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 28 Oct 82 p 28 


(Text] The Government has launched a crash programme for opening 8,000 
mosque schools to meet the growing needs of the basic and primary education 
in the country. The scheme which is to cost Rs 4,00 million is to get top 
priority both at the Federal as well as Provincial levels. In fact, efforts 
are underway through which a seven-year-old child would be given 'Nazira' 
lessons in Quran under the pilot project which has been started for Dars-i- 
Quran and Arabic education in schools during the Sixth Five-Year Plan, 
According to the national needs, 5,000 new primary schools are to be opened 
every year whereas we have been able to open only 2,000 in a year, leaving a 
clear deficit of 3,000 schools for which hwe have neither the financial 
resources nor the manpower to cope with the situation. And the problem 
becomes all the more grim when we consider that the literary ratio during the 
36 years of our independence has risen from 17 percent to 25 percent only. 
But these bare statistics reflect only the materialistic aspect of our 
education which can hardly be the sole criteria in a state based on an 
ideological preception, Ours is a religious State and we are to grow and 
thrive on Islamic precepts. 


Seer in this context, the significance of the mosque schools, forming the 
first tier of educational ladder in the shape of primary schools, can hardly 
be minimised keeping in view the huge dimensions of mass literacy campaign 
and the dearth of resources at our command, It is certainly a fruitful idea 
to utilise the space and facilities of a mosque for holding primary classes 
at a time when prayers are not being held. In fact it is in consonance with 
the new architectural concepts considered suitable for the third world in 
particular, Here, the constructed space is to be used to the maximum, 
Besides, primary education does not demand specialised teaching methodologies. 
Even an Imam of a mosque can handle a class of primary standard and can 
motivate the youngsters to seek higher knowledge. 


Mosque as a religious platform is likely to create students with obvious 
religious outlook which will help us carry out reformation in the society. 
The first step in education acquired within the religious precincts of the 
mosque could well be the beginning of a new spiritual regeneration for which 
we have very recently launched a campaign of Islahe-Muashera. The metamor- 
phosis of our existing society is possible only if we start off on the right 
foor from the very first step.

Constabulary has warned the Government that “lawlessness and corruption 
will continue to increase" unless police funding is boosted. In the 
constabulary's annual report for 1981 tabled in Parliament, Police 
Commissioner Henry Tokam said the decline in interest in law and order at 
government level “is exemplified in the amount of funds made available for 
development."

"The mo.  /orce attended all incidents which invoived 
some 107,746 people, and 1045 arrests were made," he said. “As 4 result 

of tribal fighting there were 55 deaths and 319 injuries reported, while 
786 houses, 28,877 coffee trees and 292 food gardens were destroyed--as well 
as 74 cows and three pigs." The annual report noted that no police recruits 
were inducted after July 1981 "due to severe financial restrictions.”

MAYORS MAY BE ALLOWED TO CARRY GUNS

[Text] A dozen town Mayors from Cebu Province are reportedly asking the Cebu 
Provincial Command authority to carry firearms. This was revealed in a news 
report monitored over DYBU which quoted Cebu Provincial Commander Lt. Col 
Leandro Mendoza as saying that he had already forwarded their requests to 

the Ministry of National Defense for appropriate action. 


Col. Mendoza also revealed some of the towns whose mayors have made the re- 
quests to carry and/or possess firearms. He said they are Asturias, Tuburan, 
Balamban, Pilar, Pinamungahan, Danao and five others. 


Lt. Gen. Fidel Ramos, PC Chief was earlier quoted by Cebu newsmen during his 
brief stopover here over the weekend, that town mayors and government offi- 
cials may be granted permits for the carrying of firearms on a case to case 
basis. According to the PC brass, the categories for town mayors or govern- 
ment officials who would be granted authority to carry firearms include: 

those in areas with NPA or Muslim terrorist threats or those from a widespread 
criminal syndicate are present; or whenever the town is inaccessible; when 
there is no stable military or police unit, provided that the official him- 
self is reliable. 


Ramos also said that a favorable recommendation to this effect from the pro- 
vincial commanders is necessary before they would be acted upon by his office.

Graft and corruption in government has reached epidemic proportions. Even

The Shah's brothers 
and sisters earned exorbitant commissions on contracts by acting as go-be- 
tweens, usually through companies in which they were the majority shareholders. 
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for the moment it suffices to say that the example of the royal family was 
a source of contamination which infected every level of society. Collosal 
fortunes were made in the time it takes to sign a contract. The scandals 


multiplied remorselessly. ™ 


Does this not sound familiar, even if one were to view the present Philip- 
pine situation in a very cursory manner? Change “shah” to “president” and 
you have substituted the Philippines for Iran.

Lt Colonel Thanom Kittikhachon from Ch.P.R. Officers Academy actually had 
all the power in their hands. 


All the other officers were outside the government! 


After the coup of 1947, Colonel Sarit became chief of division one and was 
promoted to Major General. Lt Colonel Thanom became commander of Infantry 
Regiment 11 to Protect the King and was promoted to Colonel. 


Later there was a revolt of chiefs of staff and a palace revolt. Major 
General Sarit and Colonel Thanom were an important force in putting them 
down. Major General Sarit became Lt General and commander of army region 
one. Colonel Thanom became Major General Thanom and chief of division one. 


Colonel Praphat Charusathian became commander of Infantry Regiment 1 to 
Protect the King, the original position of Lt Colonel Sarit before the 
coup. 


in 1952, Lt General Sarit became General Sarit and had the post of deputy 
commander-in-chief of the army. Major General Thanom became Lt General 
Thanom and commander of army region one; and Major General Praphat 
Charusathian assumed the post of chief of division one. 


In 1954 General Sarit became commander-in-chief of the army. Then, in 1957, 
General Thanom became deputy commander-in-chief of the army. Lt General 
Praphet Charusathian then became commander of army region one. 


Major General Krit Siwara became chief of Division 1 to Protect the King! 
14 October, 1973 destroys this path 


The custom in the army that laid the path for Field Marshal Sarit continued 
with Major General Krit and then Major General Kriangkrai Atthanan, and 
Major General Prasoet Thamsiri and Major General Yot Thephatsadin of 
Ayutthaya, for example. 


But the events of 14 October, 1973 destroyed this sequence on one level. 


At the least, the fact that General Krit Siwara as commander-in-chief of the 
army was the one to ask Field Marshals Thanom and Praphat to leave the 
country was in a way staging 4 silent coup. That brought about discontent 
among the bloodlines of the two field marshals. 
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Power within the armed forces was re-arranged. 


The last examples of laying a path to power like that of Field Marshal 
Sarit are the paths of General Amnat Damrikan and General Thep Kranloet. 


After General Amnat passed away and General Thep was moved into the deputy's 
office of the Ministry of Defense within the army, there was a new kind of 
procession to power in the designation of a man by the name of Prem 
Tinsulanon from the military in the countryside. 


Compare Athit and Sarit--wrong! 


Some people have tried to compare the path of accession to power from army 
commander-in-chief of Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat with General Athit 
Kamlangek. 


The conclusion of Dr Chain-anan Samuthuanit is that if we compare the paths 
to power, the basis of General Athit's military power is certainly much 
weaker than that of Field Marshal Sarit. 


He is an officer from the countryside who came to be in army region one on 
his own. 


Although he was previously chief of Division 1 to Protect the King, for 
one year, that was a very short period. 


In any case, the role and power of General Athit probably cannot be 
discussed thoroughly apart from the position of General Prem Thinsulanon. 
The rise of General Athit couldn't be in the manner of that of Field Marshal 
Sarit Thanarat if he is to take the announced position alongside General 
Prem. 


This is a point of difference between Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat and 
General Athit Kamlangek! 


Field Marshal Sarit's power has the characteristics of a “fixed star” by 
itself, but General Athit's is like a “satellite star" that must depend on 
the light of a “fixed star." 


The “fixed star” of General Athit is none other than General Pren. 
The road to power of General Athit 


General Athit Kamlangek was born in 1925. He was in the fifth class of army 
officer training. He finished his studies at Ch.P.R. Officers Academy 

in 1948. An important point in the career of General Athit was his position 
as commander of Joint Regiment 23 between 1973 and 1977. 


In 1978 he became chief of Division 3 and in 1979 chief of Division 1 to 
Protect the King. In that position between August and September, 1980, 
he played a great role in the move to extend General Prem's term as army 
commander-in-chief. 
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He was transferred that September to become deputy commander of army region 
two. In April, 1981, the "Young Turks" staged the revolt of 1-3 April. 
Major Gen. Athit had an important role in putting down the revolt and 
keeping General Prem in power. Major General Athit became Lt General 

Athit and immediately was given the position of commander of army division l. 


Major General Suchin Anyakun, commander of division 1, was transferred by 
Major General Phichit Kunlawanit to another post. 


All the Yount Turk officers, who were the students of Ch.P.R. class 7, 
that held battalion-level posts were removed and replaced mainly with 
students of class 5. 


In 1982 General Athit was named army commander-in-chief! 
General Athit's power base 


General Athit's accession to military power did not arise out of the 
aspirations of the students of army training class 5, Ch.P.R., classes 1 and 
5. 


it is very clear that the positions of army region commander and deputy 
commander are held solely by students of army training class 5. Even if a 
member of that class leaves his post, the deputy commander waiting is always 
a member of class 5. 


Certainly this united class, if it were the type of Lt General Yutthasak 
Khlongtruatrok or General Chamanan Nilawiset, would likely be hung up 
entirely in army command units or in deputy minister’ offices. 


In addition to students of military training class 5, a force that is like 
a base for the new army commander-in-chief is that of Ch.P.R. students of 
class 1 and class 5, who were given positions and promotions to become the 
strongest ranks. 


Keep an eye on the commander of Infantry Regiment 23 


Colonel Athit Kamlangek became commander of Joint Regiment 23 (which later 
became Infantry Regiment 23) in 1971, following Colonel Pawatwong Hutaswei, 
who was in charge of the regiment for two years. 


Today Major General Pawatwong has been transferred, and in 1982 he was 
appointed provincial army commander of Lopburi ‘n place of Major General 
Khanung Simarut, whose "follower" was involved in a criminal scandal. 


The commander of Joint Regiment 23 following Colonel Athit Kamlangek was 
Colonel Phisit Mebut, from 1977-1978. Then, when the command unit of 
division 6 was chosen in 1979, he was made deputy commander of division 6, 
and then in 1980 he became commander of division 6. In 1982 he became 
deputy commander of army region two. 
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Colonel San Siphon was the commander of Infantry Regiment 23 from 1979-1981. 
Following the coup of 1-3 April, 1981, he was made commander of Infantry 
Regiment 1 to Protect the King, the post previously occupied by Field 
Marshals Sarit and Praphat. 


General Athit's base: a mixed base 


No matter what moves by the opposition are rumored in the wind to make it 
more difficult for General Athit to assume the post of army commander-in-chief, 
in the end no one will be able to block his path. 


News sources in the army and high-level political circles maintain that 
after the appointment of General Athit as assistant army commander-in-chief, 
the transfer of the person who could have blocked his path meant that 
General Athit was sure to become commander-in-chief. 


The appointment this year does not change anything. If it weren't that 
people in military circles consider the “status qyo" good, no one would want 
General Athit, and a person who wanted to would move up into a higher 
position. 


Therefore the rise of General Athit is General Prem's wish because General 
Athit rose from army region two like General Prem, and only General Athit 
has announced his firm intention to support General Prem's position as 
prime minister. 


The power that supports General Athit, besides the power of General Athit 
himself, is the power supporting General Prem Tinsulanon. 


General Athit alone can seize power 


Those who are dissatisfied with or don't like General Athit in the armed 
forces, like General Prayut Charumni, have announced that 85 percent of 
those in the armed forces are satisfied with the appointment of General 
Athit as army commander-in-chief, and that the other 15 percent are worth 
considering as well. 


Of all officers at present it is almost inconceivable that anyone other than 
General Athit or General Prem could stage a coup to seize power. 


Even if these two officers were to try to turn the tables of democracy and 
stage a coup, it would be very difficult to do by themselves. They would 
need the approval of other officers with power and those who can't be cut 
off in any event, that is the support of the other two forces, the navy 
and the airforce. 


Whoever thinks of gaining political opportunity by a Malapate coup again 
may meet the fate of the revolt of 26 March or 1-3 April. 


The future path of General Athit 
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There have been five people to become prime minsiter after holding the 
position of army commander-in-chief. 


Une was Colonel Phrayaphaphon Phonpayusena [7]; the second, Field Marshal 
P. Phibunsongkhram; third, Field Marshal Sarit Thanarat; fourth, Field 
Marshal Thanom Kittikhachon; and fifth, General Prem Tinsulanon. 


The first seized power; the second first came to power by constitutional 
means; the third seized power; the fourth succeeded to the power of the 
third. 


The fifth, General Prem, is generally underscood to have become prime minister 
by constitutional means, but it can't be denied that there was a movement 
inside and outside the armed forces to overthrow General Kraingsak Chamanan, 
and it is believed that General Prem, in the position of army commander-in- 
chief, was asked to become prime minister. 


General Athit's road to power will not be his to choose. It will depend 
on the national political situation in the future as well!

|"MATICHON Profile": "Police Major General Mano Samitaphinthu, Chief of 
the Border Patrol Police"] 


[Text] Now 56 years old, he has just been chosen, this past 1 October, 1982, 
to assume the position of Chief of the Border Patrol Police, having served 
as deputy chief since January, 1976. 


He is an alumnus of the Assumption school, from which he graduated in 1940, 
completing year 6. From there he went on to a preparatory school for army 
officers, where he studied in class 4 for two years. Then he entered 
Ch.B.R. Officers Academy, where his class was ranked Class 8. It consisted 
of police officer students, and the teachers were all police. He completed 
his studies in 1945 and began his career as a police sub-lieutenant on 1 
September, 1945 as deputy police inspector at the Bupharam Station in the 
capital. 


He was not in the capital a year when he was ordered to move outside the 
capital and become section head at the police station in the Ubonratchathani 
district capital in April, 1946. From there he moved to Amnatcharoen 
district, and then to Warin chamrap district until 1951, when he was given 

a position in the capital as deputy police inspector at the Lumphini station. 


But later he had to leave the capital again on 1] April, 1952, and became 
head of the special company of unit heads of the fourth zone of Udonthani. 
He attained the rank of Police Captain that September. 


During the time he was head of the police station at Warinchamrap, Police 
Sub-lieutenant Mano showed his skill in investigation and arrest to important 
police officers in the department with his investigation and pursuit of a 
big criminal railroad thief. Even the belongings of Field Marshal Phim 
Chunhawan, the most important person at the time, had disappeared from a 
railroad car on the way from the northeast to Bangkok. He used his 
traveling time, spending nights climbing on and off of railroad cars, 
traveling on foot, sleeping in train stations, homes of villagers and near 
the train tracks, and saying he was a hunter to a group that included a 
police officer and another officer. When he reached Bangkok he still hadn't 
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caught up with the criminal. But on his way back to Nakhonratchasima he 
found traces and followed them until he finally caught the criminal. 


The “knight's ring" was the reward given for police ability at the time, 
and Mano Samitaphinthu still wears his today with pride. 


In 1958, when a Police Major, he went out on an inspection of districts 

in the left of the province. His helicopter was in an accident and descended 
on a treetop, just missing falling into an abyss, and he was able to escape 
with his life. After being Police Major for 2 years, be became Police 

Lt Colonel, and then Police Colonel three years later, and in another four 
years he became Special Police Colonel. 


His official career has mostly centered outside the capital, in 
Ubonratchathani, Udonthani, Nakhonratchasima, both in the police force and 
border police. 


When he was selected to be deputy head of zone four of the police of 
Udonthani, he took care of supervising the police officers academy as well, 
and when he became deputy head of zone seven, Nakhonpachom, he was also 
supervisor of the police officers academy. 


He became deputy head of the suppression squad on 31 January, 1974 and 
then became assistant commander of the Border Patrol Police on 1 June, 1975, 
and deputy commander on 19 January, 1976. 


In a few days he will be promoted to Police Lt General.

EDITORIAL NOTES GREAT REGIONAL DISPARITIES IN PER CAPITA INCOME

[Text] We have mentioned our pride in the government's receiving praise 
from economics journals around the world, saying that the Thai government 
is capable in money management and is fifth in the world in economic 
efficiency. We also express our belief that it is increasingly apparent 
that the economic status of the Thai people has not improved, and this is 
a contradiction. We believe that it must be pointed out that we are not 
without evidence in saying this. 


The level of the existence of the people in Thailand cannot be measured in 
any certain way. We must believe the evidence that yearly per capita 

income as an indicator appears to be proof of great disparities in Thailand's 
incomes. The highest appear to exceed economic necessity; the lowest are 
not enough for continued existence in this world. For example, the national 
income of a worker in Bangkok has now reached 15,357 baht, while the income 
of a person in the northeast is only 2,215 baht. 


We cannot overestimate the disparities in national income of these workers. 
They are a matter of fact, and show that Thailand is inefficient in 
distribution of income, an important aspect of its economy, and that 
economic policies are carried out to benefit the few in the cities and 

the capital. 


There is one other important point that is extremely harmful to the people's 
economic situation. That is the increase in expenses of the people without 
comparable economic compensation by the society. Every year the Thai 

people must spend their incomes on various things called “good works." 

These works do not bring any economic benefits back to the people, although 
many groups try to find a way to "scrape" them up for people by claiming 
charity. This is one very regrettable way in which incomes are lowered.

[Text] No matter what age or era, international friendships are extremely 
important to all nations. 


This type of relationship appears in different forms or systems. There are 
relationships among nations as in the contract to set up the United Nations, 
and the various agreements arising from the activities of those contracts. 
In addition, agreements between groups of nations or between two nations or 
aims of such relationships may take other forms, such as trade, economics, 
or military. 


The important aim is to join together to carry out the objectives of these 
relationships. 


No matter how beautifully written the agreement or contract is, if the 
nations that are parties to the agreement are not sincere and determined 
in carrying out the contract or joining together, the agreement is useless 
or may result in blame of the side that betrayed the sincereity of the 
agreement. 


In affairs of nations, it is important that one must look after his own 
advantages. Therefore we always find that differences arise between nations 
who are parties to an agreement. 


Some nations are selling Thai products to Vietnam, which we have been trying 
to prevent, for fear that it will add to their military strength, and we 
are troubled that our products sell with difficulty in our present economic 
state of decline, while others are selling Thai products in abundance. 


The deputy minister of foreign affairs himself said that some neighboring 
nations are not uniting in carrying out ASEAN's industrial plan in which it 
was agreed that Thailand would carry out the manufacture of mineral salts 
and soda ash. Our ore is secretly taken and sold, and member nations of 
ASEAN are believed to be engaging in the business of smelting ore, although 
their nations have no mines or ore products. 
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Even Thais who travel or conduct business in those nations are treated 
with contempt. 


We won't reveal what nations they are, but the people of integrity are 


likely to know. But such governments are glad to deceive, knowingly 
and determined, without thinking of the survival of some of our nations.

{Text) On the stage of world politics today, one must keep up with the game. 
One must dare to express opinions, rather than keep them to oneself. If 
one doesn't say what is on his mind, who is to blame when problems arise? 
Leaders of nations can be right or wrong. National policies can result 
from the decision of a few. They can be faulty. In such cases, when there 
is an opportunity to express oneself on the world stage, one should clearly 
point out where the faults are. Sometimes the giant nations are good. 

One must speak accurately, not worrying that they will be angry. Sometimes 
we will make them think and make changes for the better. We must not think 
that the foreigners have magic powers. Sometimes we see that they are 
doing something foolish and, in fact, they are glad to be criticized and 

to be able to see the truth. 


We Thais have long been deficient in this. In dealing with the great 
nations in Europe or America sometimes we don't understand them well enough, 
only flattering them or following closely behind them, not realizing that 
the foreign leaders saw us as children with no interest in facing the strong 
nations or acting on our own, unable to solve problems. Should we not act 
like Malaysia of Singapore, former colonies of England, who when it came 
time to speak of national advantage both attacked England to an extent, 

with the result that England had to listen. In the world, whether a nation 
is big or small is unimportant. Conduct oneself correctly, have good 
principles, and then the giant nations will have to respect you. The 
hundreds of small nations should get together to benefit ourselves for 
bargaining power to gain benefits, so they see that we don't always depend 
on them, that they actually must turn around and depend on us. Certain 
policies should not be weak. We must try to stand on our own two feet! 


Thailand's announcement in the U.N. was just. Whoever does wrong, especially 
among the allies, should right that wrong. Thailand estimates that the 
actions of the Jews in the invasion were behind the killings of 1,500 in 
Beirut. The announcement of support for the P.L.0O., which is in a similar 
situation with Sihanouk's group at this time, calling for the withdrawal of 
all troops from Lebanon, led Thailand to ask that all nations leave 
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Kampuchea so that the Khmers can make national political decisions on their 
own. Thailand has long been tied closely to the U.S., following her in all 
matters. 


lt has been said many times that Thailand's advantage lies with the Arabs, 
but the reason for the ties and limitations were because of Uncle Sam's 
closeness to the Jews, so that sometimes we seemed to close our ears and 
eyes. The movement in some areas may come too late ... Everyone understands 
that in foreign affairs policies are delicate and complex matters, but not 
all cases are entirely so. In some ordinary cases anyone can say how one 
should act, as in the incident in which the Jews were an accessory in the 
killings of thousands of Palestinians. In such a case one can guess 
immediately that no one would prefer the trouble of putting their money 

on the Arabs. The Jews and the U.S. demanded support, not allowing an 
attack. Once again the truth is that the U.S. itself jumped out and pushed 
the Jews. 


Thailand also has the problem of having a great dependence on the Arab 
nations. Great benefits await us on the shores. The developed nations 
shouldn't toss away all of our hopes. How much hope have we lost? Should 
we attend to them or not? 


Besides, we ought to be like Japan, selling one thing and talking about 
other things later. We must oppose tricks we don't like, and seek a few 
largely better allies. 


Stop attaching ourselves to this or that nation. Thailand must be Thailand. 
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
